A quorum of both Houses being present, the Joint Session convened. 


It was moved by Senator Simmons of Carbon, duly seconded and carried, 
that a committee of five, two members of the Senate and three members of 
the House, be appointed to inform the Governor that the Senate and House 
of Representatives have convened in Joint Assembly and are ready to hear 
his message. 


The President of the Senate thereupon appointed Senator Simmons and 
Senator Plank and Representatives Bricker, James, and Hazelbaker to inform 
the Governor that the Legislative Assembly was ready to hear his message. 


His Excellency, Governor Sam C. Ford, then appeared and, upon being 
escorted to the Chief Clerk’s desk, was introduced by the President of the 
Senate and delivered the following message: 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker and Members of the Twenty-ninth Legislative 
Assembly: 


We are assembled here today in obedience to a mandate from the people 
of Montana. They have imposed upon us the duty of performing a constitu- 
tional function of government. Through us, their representatives, the people 
of Montana again are about to make laws to perpetuate and perfect this 
sovereign commonwealth as an instrument to implement the general welfare. 
Through us they are about to enact laws under which they will continue to 
govern themselves, and through us they will give direction and purpose to 
public policy. I am confident that each of us will meet this responsibility 
with unswerving fidelity and devotion. 


This, I cannot but believe, is the most important Legislative Session in 
Montana’s history. Never before has there been so great a need for states- 
manship and leadership as there is at this moment when we dedicate our 
joint efforts to problems immediate and anticipated. What we do here in 
these 60 days will profoundly affect the future of Montana. 


Montana is at the crossroads of her destiny. What we now do will have 
a significant, if not decisive, bearing on that destiny. In our deliberations 
and actions we should proceed from the premise that at this critical time, 
today is irrevocably linked with tomorrow. 
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Montana became a territory nearly 81 years ago, a state 55 years ago. 
In all those years the aspirations of our people have remained essentially 
constant and unchanged. Montana aspired then and aspires now to an 
economic development consistent with her resources and natural opportun- 
ities. Conspicuous as our development has been, it is enormously short of 
what it could be. - 


In all these years our progress has been retarded and often frustrated 
by national policies, political and economic, which, for advantage elsewhere, 
have ignored and denied our right to develop. Montana has been looked upon 
as a vast treasury of raw materials on which others might draw as they 
might want or need these resources, but with little consideration for our 
claims of equality and the right to grow and prosper. 


It has long been inevitable that as the complexity of our national econ- 
omy increased, the functions of the federal government would reach further 
and further into the realm of what was traditionally considered the functions 
of the states. Within its proper limits this trend serves the needs of all the 
people. But when it over-reaches its proper limits and seeks to transcend 
and usurp state sovereignty, that is when the people of the state must resist. 
This is why the people of Montana generally are now fighting to protect 
their commonwealth against bureaucratic infiltration. Montana has been 
and is willing to live and work in equitable partnership with Washington, but 
not under domination by Washington. 


Perhaps the most insidious and sinister threat to Montana’s sovereignty 
today is area development, specifically the proposed Missouri River basin de- 
velopment and the Columbia River basin development. It is not because the 
development of a whole area is proposed that state sovereignty is threatened 
—it is the planners who would not only nullify the inherent right we have to 
our natural resources for our beneficial use, but moreover, through over- 
riding power, they would superimpose a government of decree and directive 
on a government of laws. If these planners were to have their unrestrained 
way, laws that might be enacted by this Legislative Assembly would, if they 
ran counter to the plans of the planners, be empty tang a of self-govern- 
ment. 


It is the unwillingness of state and local government to assume their 
fundamental] responsibilities that has opened the way for more and more 
federal usurpation of states rights. Sometimes it has been the spur of the 
necessity of the moment that has caused us to turn to Washington for rescue. 
But too often the price of rescue has been bondage to bureaucrats. We must 
choose between the traditional American principle of helping ourselves to the 
limit of our abilities or letting Washington help us out of difficulty into 
permanent regimentation. 


As we stand today at the crossroads of our destiny, it is our duty, as I 
see it, to make sure that through no neglect of ours the resources on which 
we depend for our future prosperity are not taken from us and that the 
sovereignty Montana proclaimed when she entered the Union of States re- 
mains virile and intact. 


As we begin this Twenty-ninth Legislative Session, there are five gen- 
eral categories of superseding interest that should concern us: 


1. We should continue to exert the full weight of our material power, 
our manpower and the loyalty of our citizens for the winning of the war. 


2. We should, with all the foresight and diligence we can muster, pre- 
pare now to meet the problems Montana must face in the postwar period. 


38. We should, with wisely calculated anticipation of the needs of the 
future, provide as adequately as we can for the functioning that will be de- 
manded of our educational and eleemosynary institutions. 


4, We should take into account how, within the scope of present and 
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anticipated funds, the state can enlarge its assistance to the needy aged, the 
widow and orphan and the unemployed worker. 


5. We should consider what can feasibly be done to make the state gov- 
ernment administratively more efficient. 


We are all proudly aware of the large number of our young men and 
women in the war services. Perhaps the best tribute we can in a practical 
way pay them for their sacrifices is to continue to support them through our 
purchases of war bonds and to continue to work and produce so they will be 
equipped for the tests on battlefields yet to come. 


Our prayers and our hopes most of all are for the day when not one foe 
will be able to stand against us, and our defenders can return to us. But the 
day of victory will find us on the threshold of problems so complex and so 
manifold that I dare say few, if any of us, now can comprehend their full 
import or can fatham the mechanics of their solution. We shall face re- 
habilitation, reconversion, reconstruction—and an awing future. 


Our program to meet the postwar crisis will be one of intermingling and 
interrelated activities. There will have to be a meshing of many gears. Our 
first thought will be of those who return to us broken in body or impaired in 
health—those who will need to be fitted for a new life. 


The state government, through its higher educational system, its Vet- 
erans’ Welfare Commission and other agencies, is working with the Veterans’ 
Administration and other federal units for the rehabilitation of these men 
and to aid them otherwise. I urge a sufficient appropriation so the Veterans’ 
Welfare Commission can meet its responsibilities to our returning veterans. 


The keystone of the whole plan for transition from a war basis to a 
peacetime economy is employment. All of us appreciate the transcending 
importance and urgency of this. We cannot expect that private industry and 
business can immediately absorb those thousands of men who, taking off the 
uniform, will want to get back on civilian jobs. Nor can we now anticipate 
in what degree a changed outlook may alter their vocational preferences. 


Government at the top is vividly conscious of the need for providing 
interim employment. To provide employment for the returning veterans and 
war workers is deemed as essential as any war activity if an economic break- 
down is to be avoided. What we, as a state government, can do is minor in 
comparison to federal appropriations, but the state government must co- 
operate with the federal government in planning a public works program 
which will cushion the shock during the period of reconversion. It may be 
that legislation will be required, and I hope definite pronouncements from 
Congress will come in time so they can be acted upon at this Session. 


I have said that government at the top is vividly conscious of the need 
for employment until industry and business can take over the load. It is to 
be hoped that every unit of government down through the counties, cities and 
school districts in Montana will have the same consciousness of this need. 
dust as the national and state governments are now planning to provide post- 
war jobs, through work of permanent value, so also should the smaller units 
of government make their plans now. Recent federal legislation provides 
fund grants for planning, but Montana will have to pass an enabling act so 
the units of government can participate. 


Montana, through the State Planning Board, has prepared a program of 
construction, mostly of public buildings. This Board, having the same mem- 
bership as the State Water Conservation Board and the Rural Electrification 
Board, has the personnel and facilities for an extensive range of postwar 
planning. I believe the State Planning Board could be of great assistance 
to local units of government, and it may be that this Board, possibly with 
some enlargement of its powers, would be the logical agency of contact be- 
tween Washington and local governments. If this Board is to give the 
services within its scope, more ample financial provision for it must be made. . 
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We cannot preserve our waters for our own needs unless we put them to 
beneficial use, and it cannot be disputed that one of the best investments 
Montana can make for the future is the development of her water resources. 
The State Water Conservaticn Board has outstanding achievements to its 
credit in carrying forward a program born of the depression. The Board has 
prepared an extensive postwar plan which in the execution will substantially 
enhance Montana’s economic advancement and stability. There is every 
justification for a materially increased appropriation for the Water Con- 
servation Board. 


Notable progress is being made in rural electrification. I am sure all 
of us wish to see this enterprise expanded until every rural home in Montana 
that can feasibly be reached has electricity. The State Rural Electrification 
Board does the engineering and is the contact between the federal authority 
and the districts. 


In our postwar development we need to be alert to the advantages that 
will accrue to us through advertising the resources, opportunities and 
recreational facilities for Montana. For years we have intermittently under- 
taken to publicize the state, but we have never done it comprehensively, sys- 
tematically or persistently. 


We have been building up our fish and game resources. The dude ranch 
business has expanded considerably. The war has revealed new possibilities 
for recovery of metals and minerals in Montana. So looking at Montana as a 
veritable empire of natural and scenic resources, we know we have much to 
sell to the rest of the country. 


In accordance with this concept of our opportunities, I recommend an 
appropriation of $100,000 a year to the State Board of Examiners for adver- 
tising Montana, especially for tourist travel and our natural resources. 


The state government has projected a state building program. You are 
aware that because of the war, it has not been possible to start construction 
at the Warm Springs Hospital. The half million dollar bond issue for that 
purpose is nearly paid off. Although the bond issue authorization was suf- 
ficient in amount when it was granted by the people four years ago, con- 
struction costs have risen from 25 to 40 per cent. Hence, it will be necessary, 
if adequate housing is to be obtained at Warm Springs, for the Legislature to 
provide additicnal funds. 


Also contemplated is a state office building. It is badly needed, and the 
prospect is good that we can finance this project without difficulty. Author- 
ized and waiting for the end cf the war is the Veterans’ and Pioneers’ Mem- 
orial building. 


This construction and the construction urgently required by various of 
the state institutions can be of considerable help in meeting the employment 
needs of returned veterans and war industry workers. But if we are to be 
ready to begin as soon as materials are available, we must reduce these 
projects to blueprints—we must have all details ready. Architectural and 
engineering work should be done now. This preliminary work, if delayed 
until after the war, will be a costly loss of time. Accordingly, I recommend 
that you immediately apprepriate $50,000 for use of the State Board of 
Examiners for architectural and engineering services so that our state build- 
ing program can begin at the earliest possible moment. 


Highway construction will be a major factor in Montana’s postwar em- 
ployment program. Congress recently authorized appropriation of a billion 
and a half dollars for highway construction to be allocated to the states on a 
fifty-fifty basis. Montana’s share will approximate $24,000,000. 


Montana is ready to avail herself of these funds. The State Highway 
Commission has prepared plans for a general overall system of highways, 
including the rebuilding of all substandard highways, the completion of the 
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seven per cent system and the construction of secondary or farm-to-market 
roads. 


This program calls for the expenditure of $47,000,000 in the three years 
immediately following the war. During the last three years the Department 
has been able to do little more than keep our highways in service, and this 
has been done remarkably well, considering the lack of equipment and ma- 
terials and the manpower shortage. But we have been able to build up our 
state highway fund. With the balance now in the fund, it is believed we 
shall be able to match all federal aid money in carrying out our first year’s 
program, but it is not anticipated that the revenue from the gasoline tax will 
be sufficient to match available federal aid funds. Hence, provision for 
financing a long-term highway program merits your present consideration. 


The vhysical and functional condition of our state institutions, especially 
the mental hospital at Warm Springs and the University system, implores 
your profound attention. I strongly urge that committees, preferably joint 
committees, from your two bodies visit the institutions early in the Session 
and make a searching analysis of their operation, their needs and the de- 
mands upon them. A tendency to temporize or not to meet situations de- 
cisively has permitted the problems of some of our institutions to expand 
alarmingly. Corrective action is urgent. 


One instance in which orientation and definition of policy is emphatically 
necessary is in regard to the University system. The alternatives that face 
us are these: We can let the University system decline into impotence or we 
can heighten its standards. Whether we like it or not, one or the other will 
happen. We must decide whether our children can get an accredited educa- 
tion in Montana and remain to build the Montana we hope there will be, or we 
must decide whether we prefer to continue a group of schools which are 
wasteful of public funds because they fail through public neglect in their 
larger service to the people of Montana. The problem boils down to this. 


Despite the handicaps resulting from inadequate financial support, the 
University units are doing commendable work. But it should be obvious to 
all of us that unless the academic standing of these schools meets accrediting 
standards, we in Montana as taxpayers and as parents who send our children 
to these schools are losing money. 


To particularize one phase of this problem permit me to cite that the 
departments of Chemical Engineering and Industrial Engineering at the 
State College and the Schools of Forestry and Business Administration at 
the State University in Missoula are not accredited by the national accredit- 
ing associations. This makes it difficult for graduates of these schools and 
departments to pursue graduate work in accredited colleges and universities, 
and it interposes serious difficulties to our students transferring to other 
institutions. Our graduates are under a marked disadvantage in competing 
for positions against graduates from accredited colleges and universities. 


This condition is due in large measure to lack of proper financial support. 


I think, in fairness, I should report to you that unless these schools and 
departments are brought to accrediting standards, the State Board of Educa- 


tion intends to close them and discontinue instruction in these very important 
fields. 


Much sericus thought has been given to this situation. You will have 
for your consideration the report of the Montana Commission on Higher 
Education, a group of 19 men and women appointed by the State Board of 
Education in 1943. 


I particularly direct your attention to two recommendations in the Com- 
mission’s report: 


1. The State Board of Education should be so reconstituted through 
constitutional amendment and statute that it can effectively administer the 


se 
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higher educational system. The Board now has vast responsibilities but not 
attendant powers. 


2. The six units should be organized as a single administrative institu- 
tion with a unified budget and an integrated educational program. 


The State Hospital at Warm Springs has long been a disheartening 
problem. Although notable improvement has been made in conditions there, 
we are still far short of providing the care that the people of Montana want 
given these unfortunates. Between 300 and 350 old folks who are not insane 
but senile are at the present time committed to the hospital. They do not 
belong in that institution. I, therefore, recommend that you give earnest 
consideration to the establishment of a home for the aged separate from the 
institution at Warm Springs. To provide such a home would not only be a 
humanitarian action, but it would help relieve the overcrowded condition at 
the hospital. 


Notwithstanding formidable handicaps attributable to the war, sub- 
stantial improvements have been made in all of our state institutions. A 
law enacted in 1943 authorizing institutions to trade surplus commodities 
has made it possible for us to carry on satisfactorily, and supplemental 
appropriations will be necessary for only one or two of the institutions. 


Renewed emphasis has been put on crop and livestock production, and 
the results have been good. Through foresight and careful management, 
notable achievement has been made at the State Prison at Deer Lodge. A 
beef herd has been built up there which is expected perpetually to take care 
of the meat needs of the institution. Produce from the Prison farm has 
helped other institutions, especially the Warm Springs Hospital, the Tubercu- 
losis Hospital at Galen and the State Orphans’ Home at Twin Bridges. 


Low wages have made the manpower shortage at various state institu- 
tions even more acute than it would normally be at this time. Because of 
this situation, it has been extremely difficult to obtain experienced attend- 
ants and other employees. This has placed a grave burden on the heads of 
these institutions. We have increased salaries and wages substantially, but 
we have been unable to compete with institutions in other states where better 
wages are paid. If we are to attract the type of employees needed at these 
institutions, we must meet this wage competition. 


It is gratifying that during the last two years payments to the aged, to 
neglected and dependent children and to the blind have substantially in- 
creased, but these increases have largely been absorbed by advanced living 
costs. Accordingly, I urge yeur most careful consideration of this problem 
to the end that more ample provision may be made for these people whose 
plight, I am sure, appeals to all of us. 


I believe the time has come to strengthen our social security laws. After 
eight years’ operation, the old age and survivors insurance program—man- 
aged exclusively by the federal government—grants persons 65 years old or 
over the pitifully inadequate allowance of less than $24 a month. Though 
cash reserves of five billion dollars have been built up, $5 is now being col- 
lected for each dollar paid to the aged. And yet the Social Security Board 
appears recently to have expended its full energies in criticizing the state 
unemployment compensation and assistance programs, in continuing efforts 
at federalizing all social service activities, and in attempts to double the 
present federal old age tax collections upon both employer and employee. 


There is little Montana can do to improve the federal old age system 
except to petition Congress for a resurvey of the present system, with the 
hope of expanding coverage and increasing the benefit structure. But per- 
haps our own most effective way of countering the growing threat of federal- 
ization is to strengthen our own state programs. 


Through unemployment compensation we have partially provided for the 
able-bodied industrial worker when his pay check stops. We should now give 
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some measure of insurance to the worker who becomes too ill to work. The 
disabled worker is in greater need than the unemployed worker. Cash sick 
benefit insurance should in equity, have come before unemployment com- 
pensation for the disabled worker faces increased expenses for medical and 
nospital care, in addition to his loss of wages. 


I do not favor the regimentation of hospitals and physicians from Wash- 
ington, but I believe we can devise a simple, workable and not too expensive 
plan to provide cash sickness insurance that will lighten the burden disability 
brings, and we should do so. 


Most of us will agree that the unemployment compensation program has 
worked better than many expected. In cash reserves the Unemployment 
Compensation Commission of Montana has some $15,500,000. The federal 
government has assumed the cost of allowances to returned soldiers and has 
strengthened our position by the offer of loans without interest as necessary. 
We in Montana do not intend to avail ourselves of this offer. 


Here again we are confronted by increased living costs, but, unlike in the 
old age assistance program, unemployment compensation has remained 
stationary. 


We are, I think, now in a position where we can, with prudence and 
safety, liberalize our benefit structure, and I reeommend that we do so at this 
Session as to the average weekly benefit amount, minimum and maximum 
amounts paid and duration in case of need. 


These programs should, in my opinion, remain with local management. 
The Employment Service should be returned to the state. Unless Montana, 
in common with other states, assumes its responsibilities by improving its 
social security laws, more extreme and impractical measures are liable to be 
adopted at the behest of federal bureaus and management transferred to 
Washington. 


Also of concern to us is if we are to retain even a semblance of local con- 
trol in the social welfare field in regard to retirement systems affecting pub- 
lic employees. Our present teachers’ retirement salary law is wholly inade- 
quate. It has never worked satisfactorily nor provided the retiring teacher 
with the security intended. I urgently recommend that through statutory 
enactment its deficiencies be cured and the retirement plan be put on a sound 
and permanent basis. 


A proposal to establish a retirement system for state employees and in 
which the employees of other units of government under the state can par- 
ticipate will come to your attention. This question deserves serious thought. 
I think it certain that unless the state makes suitable provision for these 
employees, the present federal social security laws will be extended to bring 
these employees into the federal system. 


_ In dealing with the more or less routine phases of the state government, 
finances are the primary and chief consideration. It will be seen that be- 
cause of the two-fold need to provide more adequately for activities, such as 
our institutions, that are our constant responsibility and, on the other hand, 
to set up a postwar program as a stimulus during the transition period back 
to a peacetime economy, we cannot escape the factor of cost as balanced 
against our financial resources. So manifestly a profound contemplation of 
our financing abilities must be the basis for the building of our plans. 


The state government is in the best financial condition in its history. 
Our general fund balance is around five million dollars. The university 
millage fund has a balance of about a million dollars. We are well ahead on 
all our bond principal and interest requirements. Our surpluses are more or 
less typical of the states generally at this time. 


We should, however, keep in mind that these are not normal times. We 
cannot safely assume that the state government’s income will remain at the 
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current figure, nor can local units of government safely assume that their 
financial condition will continue as prosperous as it is now. 


The last three years it has been unnecessary to make a property tax 
levy for state general fund purposes. It would, I believe, be good business 
practice to make the levy in good times like these so as to build up as large 
a surplus as possible for less favorable times and especially for our postwar 
program. The Constitution, however, provides that only as much levy shall 
be made within the constitutional limit as will be necessary to meet the 
appropriations the Legislature has made for each of the years of the bi- 
ennium. Hence, when revenue from other sources, such as license taxes, is 
sufficient to meet the appropriations, no millage levy is permissible. 


I anticipate that in any event you will authorize the levy as you have 
always done in the past. Appropriations for expenditure on postwar projects, 
should that come before the next regular Session, could in effect impound 
funds for specific purposes. This money, if unused, could be reappropriated 
two years from now. 


We are all interested, I am sure, in making state administration more 
efficient and simple. The 1941 Assembly authorized appointment of a Com- 
mittee on Reorganization and Economy. This Committee’s recommendations 
were considered by the 1943 Legislature, but were accorded no substantial 
adoption. I believe the Committee’s report could be profitably re-examined, 
and I commend it to your study. Streamlining the state government, especial- 
ly in some of its activities, such as accounting, is a practical need that in at 
least some instances can be met without constitutional amendment. We 
should not further delay making a start. 


Under the provisions of House Bill 282, Laws of the 28th Legislative 
Assembly, money was appropriated to conduct an investigation of the Bear 
Creek coal mine disaster. Acting under this authority, the Governor ap- 
pointed a commission, a copy of whose report will be provided for each mem- 
ber of this Assembly. The commission’s recommendations for certain amend- 
ments to our coal mining laws will, I am confident, have your careful con- 
sideration. 


A recent decision of the United States Supreme Court declaring the 
insurance business interstate commerce has brought into serious doubt the 
power of the states to tax and regulate this business, both from the stand- 
point of the public and as a source of state revenue. This is of vital concern 
to the protection of Montana policyholders and to the state as a taxing 
authority with $400,000 annual revenue at stake. I strongly urge your 
attention to this problem so that legislation may be enacted reserving to the 
state the right to regulate insurance business transacted within the state. 


Administration of laws pertaining to labor by the Department of Agri- 
culture appears to me illogical. In 1943 I reeommended creation of a separate 
Department of Labor, and I still believe this should be done. But regardless 
of what action is taken in this respect, we should either make more adequate 
financial provision for enforcing our labor laws or cease our attempt to 
enforce them. The war has greatly increased the demands on the Labor 
Division. It is important that it function properly. 


I have undertaken to outline the matters which I believe concern us most 
as we embark upon the deliberations of these 60 days of service to the 
people of Montana. First of all, we rededicate ourselves and our state to a 
continued full contribution to the victory that still must be won over the 
arms and ambitions of tyrants. Secondly, we must dedicate our efforts and 
our wisdom to victory over economic forces that we must meet when days of 
peace return. And as we go along in the present we must demonstrate with 
new force and new vision that our government here in Montana is increas- 
ingly conscious of its humanitarian, social and educational responsibilities 
and opportunities. 
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During these 60 days the Legislative and Executive branches of state 
government will work together in the singleness of purpose of making Mon- 
tana a better, a greater state—a state where we all can be happy and secure 
today and tomorrow. In these deliberations there will be differences in view- 
points, divergent approaches to the problems that confront us, but I know 
that as to the object to be achieved—a greater Montana—there will be but 
one mind and one heart. 


It was moved by Senator Simmons, duly seconded and carried, that one 
thousand copies of the Governor’s Message be printed and distributed to the 
members of the House and members of the Senate, to the Governor’s offices 
and other state offices. 


It was moved by Senator Simmons, duly seconded and carried, that the 
Joint Assembly now dissolve and that the members of the Senate repair to 
the Senate Chambers. 


House recessed. 
House resumed. Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 


The Speaker appointed the following Committee on Appropriations:

REPORT OF PARDONS, COMMUTATIONS OF SENTENCE, 
REMISSIONS OF FINES, AND RESPITES, 
FOR THE YEARS 1948-1944 


Pardons 


EUGENE WALKER—Silver Bow county; forgery; sentenced Septem- 
ber 10, 1948, to one year. Because of unusual circumstances in the case the 
District Judge and Prosecuting Attorney recommended clemency. On 
November 19, 1948, a pardon was granted, conditioned upon Walker’s enter- 
ing the armed forces. 


GEORGE FRANKLIN—Granite county; robbery; sentenced September 
G, 1940, to fifteen years. Judge and County Attorney and Prison Warden did 
not oppose clemency, and on May 38, 1944, a pardon was granted conditioned 
upon Franklin’s entering the armed service. 
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ENOCH FORS—Cascade county; grand larceny; sentenced August 7, 
1918, to one-to-five years. Having a good prison record he was recommended 
for parole after nine months and was released. He went to Minneapolis 
where he lived the life of a good citizen. Recentlly he applied for citizen- 
ship papers but was barred by reason of the Montana conviction. In order 
that he might be made eligible for citizenship he was granted an uncon- 
ditional pardon on August 4, 1944. 


RUSSELL M. STEVENS—Missoula county; attempting to commit rape; 
sentenced June 4, 1936, to thirty years. Being accepted for induction into 
armed forces, and Judge and County Attorney having no objection, a pardon 
was granted on November 14, 1944, conditioned upon Stevens’ induction into 
the service. 


Commutations. 


HERBY HOWARD—Richland county; giving liquor to a minor; sen- 
tenced February 25, 1948, to six months in county jail and fined two hundred 
fifty dollars. Judge, County Attorney, Sheriff, and numerous citizens 
recommended clemency, feeling punishment was excessive. On May 17, 1943, 
sentence was commuted to three months and fine was remitted. 


RAY SNIDER—Fergus county; grand larceny; sentenced December 4, 
1939, to ten years. County Attorney and prosecuting witness recommended 
clemency. Snider was expected to apply for enlistment in the armed forces. 
On January 20, 1943, sentence was commuted to six years. 


GEORGE SIME—Toole county; rape; sentenced July 8, 1942, to ten 
years. Sime’s record as a citizen was excellent. The Sheriff and numerous 
citizens ef Toole and Gallatin counties joined in recommending clemency. In 
prison Sime had filled a position of trust. On January 20, 1943, sentence 
was commuted to two years. 


OLAF BOLSTAD—Richiand county; attempted rape; sentenced Novem- 
ber 12, 1941; to five years. Because of his good record before conviction and 
a model prison record, many citizens of his home county having suggested 
clemency and there being no objection from Court officials, on January 20, 
1948, sentence was commuted to twenty-eight months. 


NORMAN E. LEWIS—Granite county; robbery; sentenced September 
9, 1940, to ten years. Lewis’ age at time of commission of the offense was 
less than seventeen years. Fatherless from childhood he had been on his own 
for many years, fell in with bad companions and ended in prison. He wanted 
to join the Army. The Judge, County Attorney and numerous Missoula 
eounty citizens who knew the youth recommended clemency. On April 6, 
19438, sentence was commuted to five years. 


JOHN LEWIS—Fergus county; grand larceny; sentenced April 18, 
1941, to six years. Lewis gave evidence of having learned his lesson. He 
had assurance of a farm job if released. In view of the shortage of farm 
labor and feeling that the sentence was rather severe, Lewis’ time was *e- 
duced to four years, on August 28, 1943. 


STEVE ROSBARSKY—Cascade county; rape; sentenced November 3, 
1941, to twenty years. Two men were involved in the case. One pleaded 
guilty and was sent up for two years, being released at the end of one year. 
Rosbarsky stood trial and was given twenty years. The Sheriff and many 
citizens urged clemency, and Rosbarsky having shown evidence of reforma- 
tion, his sentence was on March 27, 1944, diminished to five years. 





A. F. LOPPIE—Beaverhead county; third degree assault; sentenced to 
six months in County jail and fined $100.00. Loppie being a rancher and 
man of family, I granted to him a respite of sixty days so that he might 
preserve his crops from destruction. Finally, believing that he had been 
sufficiently punished, on July 12, 1944, I commuted his sentence to thirty- 
six days in jail and remitted the fine imposed. 


a 
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J. A. RUSSELL—Missoula county; arson, third degree; sentenced on 
July 19, 19438, to three years. Russell had a good record as a prisoner. He 
had a heart ailment and a sister purposed taking him to a specialist in the 
east and eventually establishing him in business. Several well known Mis- 
soula county citizens familiar with the case recommended clemency, in which 
the Prison Warden joined. On September 5, 1944, Russell’s sentence was re- 
duced to two years. 


JOHN BRANDON—Granite county; grand larceny; sentenced May 18, 
1940, to ten years. The prisorer’s father was in critical condition physically 
and it was desirable that he be taken to Arizona or New Mexico. The War- 
den recommended Brandon’s release that he might assist in earning a living 
for his parents. On November 14, 1944, his sentence was reduced to five 
years. 


Remission of Fine 


JAMES MORNING GUN—Glacier county; third degree assault; sen- 
tenced June 7, 1948, to six months in County jail and fined $400.00. Morning 
Gun’s jail term had been served and he had served twenty-two days of the 
fine. He was wholly without funds wherewith to pay his fine. On Decem- 
ber 29, 1943, the unserved portion of his fine was remitted, conditioned upon 
Morning Gun’s refraining from drinking intoxicants or entering a tavern, 
night club or saloon for a period of eighteen months. 


Respite 


A. F. LOPPIE—Beaverhead county; third degree assault; case referred 
to above. On June 2, 1944, a respite of sixty days was given Loppie in order 
that he might attend to his ranch work and save his crops.

Memorial by the House of Representatives of the 29th Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Montana Consequent Upon the Death of Representative 
James F. O’Connor, Second Montana District. 


James F. O’Connor was born in California Junction, Iowa, May 7, 1878, 
and received his elementary education in the schools of Harrison County, that 
state. After being graduated from high school, he entered the University of 
Nebraska Law School, completing a three-year course in 1904. In the same 
year he came to Montana and located in Livingston which remained his home 
until the time of his death. 


Possessed of a magnetic personality, a deep student of his profession and 
commendably ambitious, he quickly won a recognized place in the civic, pol- 
itical and professional life of his community and the state. Early in his 
career, he was chosen to the district judgeship of his judicial district, being 
at the time the youngest man to occupy that honored position. In 1916 he 
was elected as one of the representatives of Park County in the state house 
of representatives and, when he took his seat at the beginning of the session 
in 1917, was accorded the almost unprecedented honor of being chosen speak- 
er of the house for his first term, which position he filled with dignity, ability 
and impartiality. 


Following the end of his legislative term, he served in several responsible 
public positions until 1986 when he was elected to the National House of 
Representatives from the Second Montana District and was reelected in 
1938, 1940, 1942 and at the recent election in 1944 for his fifth consecutive 
term. 


The same qualities which gave him eminence in the public affairs of his 
state enabled him to establish himself as an outstanding leader in the na- 
tional assembly. His untiring energy, high talents as an orator and ready 
grasp of the larger affairs of state brought his rapid advancement to the 
chairmanship of one of the most important committees of the house and high 
positions on other major committees. 


The successful political career of Congressman O’Connor was the result 
of his undeviating devotion to the varied interests of his district and state 
and effective work in behalf of those interests in committees and before the 
house. He was particularly diligent in answering the appeals of his con- 
stituents who requested him to represent them before the various depart- 
ments, board and bureaus of the Federal Government. 


Congressman O’Connor passed away in his sleep at his apartment in 
Washington, Monday, January 15, 1945.

REPORT 
MONTANA STATE HOSPITAL 
WARM SPRINGS, MONTANA 


INTRODUCTION 


At the request of the Appropriations Committee the undersigned sub- 
committee on Custodial Institutions beg to submit the following general 
report on the Montana State Hospital as a result of their visit and inspection, 
of the institution on Saturday, January 13, 1945. This committee was ac- 
companied by a sub-committee of the Finance and Claims Committee of the 
Senate including Senators Haight of Fergus, Liggett of Musselshell and 
Hammond of Wibaux, who we understand will make a like report to their 
main committee. It should be remembered that to visit and inspect an 
institution of this size would take several days as it is a physical impossibil- 
ity to cover the ground and make a very comprehensive report in one day. 
It was the opinion of this committee that the inspection made and the report 
requested was prompted by general complaints being made and adverse 
reports on the condition of.the institution, the care of its patients and its 
management. With these things in mind the committee proceeded and were 
accompanied by the superintendent, Dr. B. L. Pampel, who was very gracious 
in his reception of the committee and his desire to direct them to all parts of 
the institution and furnish them with any information they desired. 


GENERAL OBSERVATION 


The administration building is small and although its outward appear- 
ance is all right, the interior is badly in need of refinishing and some re- 
furnishing. The office and accounting department are in need of new mod- 
ern equipment to expedite the keeping of individual records of patients, in- 
cluding their committal, progress and discharge. The Superintendent’s 
office should be refurnished to embrace the dignity of his position. Even 
here it was obvious that the lack of help would appear as one of their out- 
standing problems as the administrative staff is too small and does not even 
provide a telephone switchboard operator which is handled by volunteers. A 
fire-proof vault should be added to house the filing records on patients which 
is of great importance in preserving the history of all cases. 


First we found that on that day there were 1,884 patients which is lower 
than the average population. Records show that in 1933 the average popula- 
tion was 1,727 and 1,907 in 1940, and at the present time it averages in 
excess of 1,900. When it is considered that each and everyone of these 
patients have been committed to this hospital by our District Courts or by 
‘County Commissioners on the advice of a committee of two physicians as 
mentally ill, or feeble minded, and that in the Courts’ opinion each of them. 
is so far disordered of mind as to endanger the health, person or property 
of others, it is understood why the medical treatment and care of such a 
number would be a much greater burden than the simple care of that 
number of people who were not ill and were sound of mind. 


Further it is generally accepted that people in this condition require and 
should receive more personal attention and greater specialized medical 
treatment than normal regular hospital patients suffering from general 
diseases. With this in mind it is understood why a large number of phy- 
sicians, nurses and attendants would be required in an institution of this 
kind. Also it must not be forgotten that these people are ill and are hos- 
pital patients and very little assistance can be expected of them and must 
be on a voluntary basis. 
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PHYSICAL PLANT 


Since there are over 100 buildings comprising the entire plant it was 
impossible to visit them all but our trip took us through practically all of the 
major buildings, including dormitories, kitchen, bakery, and general hos- 
pital. It would be unfair not to say that we found.all buildings in im- 
maculate condition so far as cleanliness is concerned. Practically all floors 
and woodwork were in a clean and polished condition. All beds in sleeping 
quarters were uniformly made and covered with clean bed linen and bedding. 
In all of the newer buildings as well as some of the older, ventilation seemed 
to be adequate in the sleeping rooms. However, it was apparent that during 
the hot summer months considerable discomfort could be experienced in the 
same quarters without more efficient ventilation systems. 


The most apparent condition was that of lack of room and space and 
the lack of proper fire protection. On account of the large population and 
the minimum space it is necessary in some instances that the single beds be 
crowded together without room to walk between them resulting in entirely 
too crowded a condition which would contribute not only to the unpleasant- 
ness but to a great confusion in the event of a fire. Also it could be readily 
realized that fire escapes in all of the buildings were wholly inadequate and 
not properly marked which could result in a disastrous loss of life, par- 
ticularly in the frame buildings which are old and where upper floors are 
reached by single narrow stairways so located as to cause a congestion. 
There are as many as 60 to 100 patients sleeping in one room which is served 
by a narrow hallway and a single stairway and only attended at night by 
one attendant. Even in the newer buildings, a portion of which provide for 
bedrooms, there are not less than two and sometimes three beds crowded into 
these small rooms. 


The building in which the kitchen is located and adjoined by the em- 
ployees dining room is entirely too small and poorly equipped. A new larger 
modern designed kitchen is badly needed and should be equipped with more 
modern equipment with larger ovens and top stove space as well as new 
steam equipment and proper ventilating equipment to eliminate smells and 
odors. The bakery which is located in the basement needs new ovens and 
baking equipment and should be moved to the first floor. There is a con- 
tinuous stream and seepage of water into the floor of the bakery room 
making it impossible to keep dry. Small tunnels, barely head height, run from 
the kitchen to practically all of the dormitories where the food from the 
kitchen is conveyed by portable trucks. The food is transported in closed 
containers to the service kitchens of the various buildings where it is served. 
On account of the lack of kitchen space and the proper amount of kitchen 
help, varieties of food cannot be prepared resulting in a monotonous diet of 
boiled and stewed foods. 


The theatre and recreation room is located in the basement of a building 
and is only served by one door making it a typical fire trap. A new recrea- 
tion building embodying all of the facilities the name implies is very badly 
needed and could be utilized in furnishing the much needed environment for 
great numbers of patients who need this diversion in the course of their 
treatment. All of the equipment in this basement has been donated and is 
obsolete and can only be considered as probably better than none at all. 


In what is known as the Old Hotel Building there are 140 men patients. 
During the cold winter months they must be confined to this building day and 
night and it could be truly referred to as worse than a barn. We understand 
that this building has been condemned by the State Fire Marshal and right- 
fully so as it appears to be one of the greatest hazards on the grounds. If 
a blaze should attack this building, it would be utterly impossible to get the 
patients out and in our opinion would result in a loss of the lives of these 
people. It could be generally recognized as a torch and not only is a hazard 
itself but also a hazard to the other buildings in its proximity. 


There are no outdoor recreation facilities and those that might at one 
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time have existed are entirely deteriorated. These should be replaced and 
made available to the patients which would lessen the terrible monotony of 
passing time from day to day especially through the more favorable seasons. 


All of the buildings and especially the dormitories are short of toilet 
and bath facilities and should be added to immediately. There are 6 buildings 
which are termed as fireproof, all of which are in fair condition. In this 
group the building known as the Warren Building is the better of them all 
and would provide very adequate quarters if the overload could be removed 
and it was used to house 200 patients instead of the 300. There are no 
elevators or ramps in any of the buildings, with the exception of one elevator 
in the general hospital, which further contributes to the unsafe conditions 
that exist. 


The commissary and storage space and buildings are entirely too small 
and will not accommodate the proper amount of foodstuffs, clothing and 
other material that should be carried in their inventory which would permit 
them to store and purchase in such quantities that would result in an 
economic saving. The heating plant seemed to be in fair and dependable 
condition but steam pipes and fittings going from the plant to the various 
buildings are not insulated resulting in a great loss of heat and adding in 
excessive cost for fuel. The general appearance of the grounds as a whole 
is very orderly and we believe that a good job is being done with the 
facilities and the help that is available. 


PERSONNEL 


At the present time in all departments there are less than 170 employees 
including the management, 80 of these people are attendants who are 
charged with the supervision of all of the wards on a 24-hour basis, and the 
more deplorable fact is that the greater number of the attendants are un- 
trained, inexperienced and of such age to disqualify them for the task of 
giving patients the proper care and particularly in criminal wards where 
they would not even be in a position to protect themselves let alone other 
patients. In order to remedy such a situation it is our opinion that not less 
than 50 additional attendants should be employed and a training course pro- 
vided for their proper instruction. 


Farm hands, cooks, bakers, waiters and supervisors make up the balance 
of the employed with less technical knowledge. 


MEDICAL DIVISION 


Dr. B. L. Pampel, Superintendent, also heads the medical staff consisting 
of three physicians and one psychiatrist. It is of course absurd to think that 
this number of physicians could administer proper treatment to 1,900 people 
who are ill and require specialized treatment. Recognizing that people in 
this profession are very hard to find at this time we do believe that if the 
proper amount of compensation was offered that we could compete with other 
demands for doctors. For instance, we find that one member of this staff 
is receiving as. little as $2,400 annually, and it goes without saying, if he is 
qualified to be on the staff, his intelligence is being insulted by such a rate 
of pay. We feel that it would be very conservative to recommend not less 
than one qualified physician for each 200 patients in addition to a chief of 
staff who could give all of his time to the study and treatment of mental 
diseases and supervise the treatment of the institution and not be hampered 
with the business responsibilities as a superintendent. 


To secure a medical staff of such qualifications, and one who could re- 
lieve the entire burden by administering cures and effecting discharges, it 
would be necessary to establish a salary range from $3,600 to $7,500 per 
year. This would be economy as compared to our present procedure resulting 
in few if any cures and we acknowledge that this is.a responsibility of the 
State of Montana and we must meet it. 
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The general hospital, with the exception of lack of modern equipment, 
is in very satisfactory condition and would provide the necessary room for 
bed patients if other quarters were provided for those not requiring hos- 
pitalization. The lack of elevators and ramps in this building is very evident 
and could be installed for not too great a cost. A fair-sized pharmacy is 
located in this building and appears to be well stocked but they do not have 
a pharmacist and the only alternative offered the doctors is to fill and com- 
pound their own prescriptions. We certainly recommend that a registered 
pharmacist be employed at once and properly paid as strict attention should 
be given to the dispensing of drugs and pharmaceuticals on the doctors’ 
orders and adequate inventories should be kept at all times. 


Much more could be said of the requirements of this department in- 
cluding a dentists’ assistant, laboratory technician, occupational, recreational 
and hydrotherapists and other technicians who could contribute greatly to 
the ability to give proper treatment to these patients, but since this com- 
mittee is not qualified to judge in such a technical department they could 
only recommend that an expert in this field be employed to inspect and make 
minimum recommendations. 


NURSING DIVISION 


In the general hospital, dormitories and convalescent ward there are 
only 12 registered nurses employed. In theory alone it would seem reason- 
able that there should be one to each 100 patients. This number, however, 
are assisted by a complement of 31 cadet nurses at the present time, without 
whom it would be impossible to operate. These nurses are made available 
to the institution from the various nurses’ training schools and hospitals 
throughout the state and have proved to be a salvation to the medical staff. 
The most undesirable part of this program, however, is the fact that two 
hours each morning and two hours each afternoon the cadets’ time is taken 
up in classes of instruction and after a period of three months they are re- 
lieved of duty which makes for a high turnover of help and causes confusion 
in the minds of those being treated. ; 


We are of the opinion that the salary scale of registered nurses must be 
increased so as to attract greater numbers that are needed and that the 
nurses’ home should be built on the earliest date possible to provide necessary 
and convenient quarters. In this respect we would like to recommend that 
the beauty shop be enlarged and properly equipped as well as additional 
operators being employed to enable the women patients to take advantage of 
‘this service as it is granted to have an uplifting effect and builds morale. 


DIETARY DIVISION 


Probably the largest target of criticism offered, in most cases by those 
who do not know, is the food provided for the patients, the manner in which 
it is cooked and served and the ignoring of proper diets in some cases. It is 
our belief that this subject has been badly exaggerated but we do agree that 
much improvement can be made:that would make the food more palatable 
and less monotonous and not with too great an increase in per capita cost. * 
As stated before we find that the kitchen facilities are not large enough to 
cope with as large a number of people and offer any variety in food, regard- 
less of how simple the food may be. 


We recommend that a Dietary division be created and be headed by a 
qualified dietician so as to improve the quality and the quantity of food be- 
ing served. This division should have full charge of the requisitioning and 
preparation of feod for consumption. This would make it possible to co- 
operate with the medical division in offering therapeutic diets when pre- 
scribed. This division should keep records of the daily menus and costs. The 
proper functioning of such a division would not only lend itself to a more 
economical operation but would insure sanitation and expert preparation of 
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food for the ill and.curb the unfounded reports that sometimes are vub- 
licized regarding food conditions. 


Their present system is under the direction of an older lady, who no 
doubt is doing the best job she knows how, but who is not qualified by ex- 
perience or training. This makes for discrepancies in arriving at costs, ill- 
management of routine and loss of control of employees. 


Having had luncheon at noon in the employees’ dining room we ‘ound 

the food to be wholesome and very palatable but we sensed the lack of 
variety that could be offered when prepared in such large quantities and 
without proper facilities. Also you were conscious of an odor from steam- 
cooked vegetables that was not pleasant and which would not tend to stimu- 
late one’s appetite, all of which could be removed with modern equipment 
and expert supervision. 


BUILDING PROGRAM 


A proposed partial building program is in the blueprint stage for which 
there is a building fund of approximately $475,000, which is the proceeds of 
a bond issue passed for that purpose. When these plans were conceived it 
provided for one women’s dormitory, one men’s dormitory, a new bakery 
building, a new laundry building and a cadet nurses’ home. Although con- 
struction of these buildings might have been possible for this amount of 
money in 1941 when the plans were made, present costs for such a program 
would far exceed the amount available and would necessitate a complete 
revision of the plans. 


Since the original plans were completed which included the cadet nurses’ 
home at a total cost of $67,000, federal aid has been offered for this project 
only in amount of 50% of the cost, but it is found that the same building, 
built to federal specifications will now cost $110,000. If this is indicative of 
the increases in building costs, it can be readily understood how the whole 
program will be affected. 


In any event the completion of the entire project will not relieve their 
situation so far as space is concerned as each building proposed, if built 
tomorrow, will only take the place of present buildings in use and will not 
relieve the congestion that exists. This, however, is very necessary, and 
these replacements should be made on the earliest date possible as well as 
provisions made for additional buildings. It is the opinion of this :om- 
mittee that in addition to the above building program, that immediate plans 
should be made to build two large women’s dormitories and two large men’s 
dormitories, both of which should be modern in design and properly equipped, 
the cost of which would approximate $1,000,000. It is our belief that this 
would provide the necessary quarters for the present population of patients 
but is not offered as any solution for an increased population. 


GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. That future inspections and recommendations be made by experts 
in their field and authoritative reports not be countenanced from laymen who 
are unqualified. 


2. That consideration be given to the wisdom of employing an Assistant 
Superintendent, young in years and trained in business management, who 
would be competent to assume the responsibility as Superintendent in the 
event that the present Superintendent should at any time decide to resign 
or be incapacitated, so as to insure the proper management of the institution 
at all times. 


3. That immediate surveys be made as to the possibility of securing 
material and. equipment to relieve present fire hazards and escapes as the 
unsafe condition now existing could result in a catastrophy and embar- 
rassment to the State of Montana and all of its citizens. 
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That toilet and bath fixtures be secured and installed in all dormitories 
at once to relieve possible unsanitary conditions and lighten the work of 
attendants. 


4. That approximately 50 additional attendants be employed and 
trained and salary schedules be revised which will make for a better attitude 
toward their work and place the institution in a competitive position to 
secure new people. 


5. That the medical staff be increased to 10 physicians, 3 psychiatrists, 
20 registered nurses, 1 registered pharmacist, 2 laboratory technicians and 
2 qualified beauty operators. It is recognized that this increased personnel 
together with the additional attendants and other employees would add 
approximately $150,000 annually to the operating costs but we feel that the 
people and taxpayers of Montana are cognizant of their responsibility to the 
unfortunate people of our State who are committed to this institution by 
no fault of their own and must be properly treated and cared for and that 
the institution must cease to be a target for the critical and public office- 
seekers who would use it as a football to satisfy their political ambitions. 


6. That a qualified dietician be employed and charged with the duty of 
organizing a dietary department which would study the purchasing and 
preparation of foods in the interest of making a definite contribution to 
health requirements of patients as well as effecting economies where possible 
and avoiding unnecessary extravagance or waste. 


7. That a building program be planned to include the following:

GENERAL 


The separation of the aged and senile from the present institution is 
highly controversial and when you consider the great number of borderline 
cases, it will be most difficult to make this division. If this were done, the 
State would be faced with the expense of a new institution with all of its 
departments including satisfactory hospitalization facilities and it is doubt- 
ful if any economy of operation could be effected. However, we do agree 
that when the space is available a satisfactory division could be made in the 
present plant that would add to the comfort and happiness to these old 
people. The present opinion of a great many people should be corrected in 
that they believe that when people get old and have no means of support, 
they are committed to the State Hospital, but this is not true. Practically 
all of them at some time or another have been committed for insanity, and 
regardless of age require expert care and treatment. 


Some would advocate that the entire institution be moved to a garden 
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spot where the productivity of the land would help sustain the cost of main- 
tenance. It is the opinion of the entire committee that this would be ideal 
and is concurred in by representatives of the Federal Bureau of Health at 
Washington, D. C. However, some members of the committee dissent from 
this conclusion, as evidenced by their signatures to a dissenting paragraph 
attached hereto. 


In conclusion we are pleased to report that we believe the entire matter 
resolves itself down to two factors and they are SPACE and HELP. If 
these two things could be provided, our Hospital would cease to be a prob- 
lem, and under proper management and planning we would soon have an 
institution of which we could be proud. Both of these cost money, but it is a 
foregone conclusion that we face the inevitable, and we might as well act 
now.

Further, we are in doubt as to the economic 
contribution that would be made to such an institution by the production of 
foodstuffs by a farming operation which would be entirely dependent on 
patients for labor. Further we believe that the productivity of the present 
site could be materially increased under proper management, and be placed 


upon a profitable basis.

I have the honor to advise that on yesterday, the 29th day of January, 
I delivered to the Honorable George W. O’Connor, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, an envelope containing two copies of House Bill No. 5, 
together with my objections to said Bill, this delivery having been made at 
the hour of 3:55 P. M. This in accordance with the provisions of Section 87, 
Revised Codes of Montana of 1935.

Returned herewith is House Bill No. 5 entitled “An Act to provide 
Standard Time for the State of Montana”, without my approval and with 
my objections thereto. 


It is stating a simple fact to say that during my term of office few 
measures passed by the Assembly have aroused the interest and controversy 
that have grown out of the passage of House Bill No. 5. 


The measure would not return all Montana to Standard time, but would 
do this only in so far as public offices, public schools and the courts were 
concerned. I am convinced the measure does not give the people what many 
of them think it does. ‘ 


Since the Bill was delivered to me, I have received a flood of telegrams | 
and letters dealing with the subject, many requesting approval of the Bill 


and more urging that it be vetoed. 
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During the trip of this measure through the two Houses, it was argued 
that the farmers of the State were clamoring for a return to the old time, 
it being asserted that observing War time imposed a hardship upon them. 
I am sure there was no misrepresentation on this score, although in the 
appeals that have come to me there are expressions from farm groups in 
favor of a veto. 


The claim was made that educators, the school authorities and teachers 
were insistent upon the change, and yet there are requests from teachers 
and executives for the exercise of the veto. 


Addressing myself to the merits of the bill and the possible result of its 
becoming a law, I must consider the fact that we have here in Montana 
hundreds of Federal offices and the vast postal system that embraces every 
community, and that all of these agencies must continue on War: time as 
designed by their government, regardless of Montana’s action. 


The railroads, the bus systems, the telephone, the telegraph, the air- 
lines, which bisect the State, all engaged in interstate traffic, must observe 
War time, and the radio stations must adhere to the War time placements 
of their programs. 


Under this Bill the citizens of Montana, save and except those in the 
categories mentioned, will conceivably continue to live and regulate their 
lives by the War time clocks. 


With these conditions existing it is easily conceivable that the resultant 
confusion might outweigh any benefits that might accrue from the change 
of time. Anyone who has ever lived in a two-time community knows what 
would follow such a change. , 


I am frank to say that if there were no remedy available to the farmers 
and to the objecting portion of our population, or if the measure established 
a uniform time for the State as a whole, I should long hesitate to veto the 
measure. 


But this remedy exists and has existed from the first, and it may be 
applied at any time. If the residents of a community, of a school district, 
of a city or a town desire a change, they have only to hold a meeting of the 
authorities or representatives of the community or municipality and there 
decide that on and after a certain date they will operate under Standard 
time. 


They will be violating no statute and need have no fear of the result of 
their action. In fact, I am advised that in a great many instances about the 
State this very thing has been done. 


Related to and bearing upon the matter is the fact that the adoption of 
such a law would by many persons, inside and outside Montana, be inter- 
preted as an expression of dissatisfaction or disgust with a regulation that 
was intended to make a positive contribution to the nation’s war effort. This 
interpretation, I am sure, would be deplored by our people generally. 


It is a matter of record in Washington and in government agency records 
here in our State—and a record of which all of us are extremely proud— 
that in despite of manpower shortages, of obstacles that seemed well nigh 
insurmountable, the farmers of Montana have done a glorious job in the 
production of everything that in any way contributes to the effort of this 
Nation to fight this war to a victorious conclusion at the earliest possible 
moment. 


This they will continue to do, because they are built that way, they are 
bred-in-the-bone Montanans, and they need only the call of a fighting 
Nation to forget non-essentials and to go on and strive for even greater re- 
sults this year and every year so long as the war lasts. 
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I do not want to give any man an opportunity to say that Montana is 
out of step with the rest of the Nation or is not behind the Allied war effort 
one hundred per cent. 


Feeling that the remedy for the existing situation is close at hand and 
so easy for every community, and that its application locally will be much 
more satisfactory than the passage of a time-changing Bill, I must withhold 
my approval from House Bill No. 5.

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REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker, we, your committee appointed for the purpose of determin- 
ing the anticipated revenue from the Montana Liquor Control Board opera- 
tions for 1945 beg leave to report as follows: 


In order to carefully evaluate the affairs of the Montana Liquor Control 
Board it is necessary to understand the national aspects of the liquor 
business. 


In October of 1942, due to the war the distillers were forced to stop 
distilling whiskey and alcohol except for production to be used in connection — 
with the war effort. The distillers at that time had large stocks of liquor 
of all kinds and it was believed that such stocks might possibly be sufficient 
to carry the industry through the war period. Consequently shipments to 
states were maintained at a near normal basis for a short period of time. 
However, as the war continued it became apparent that in order to conserve 
liquor the distillers should commence rationing of their inventories and this 
they did. All states were rationed on a percentage of their 1942 purchases 
and such method is still being followed. There is no indication that Montana 
received less than its proper percentage. Rationing was set up by the 
Liguor Control Board by means of allocating total receipts from distillers 
by month to the various state-owned liquor stores in the ratio of each store’s 
sales during the year 1942 to total sales over the’state. This system is fol- 
lowed today. 


Because of the unsettled conditions of all markets, either national or 
international, the attempt to secure additional liquor by the various states 
resolved into a scramble for merchandise of any kind. It was thought in 
1943 that no so-called “Liquor Holidays” would be granted the distillers by 
the War Production Board and all states commenced to look for imported 
merchandise as a substitute for whiskey due to the fact that whiskey alloca- 
tions were expected to be steadily reduced instead of increased. This condi- 
tion prevailed until August 1944 at which time the War Production Board 
authorized distillers to manufacture neutral spirits during that month only. 
As a result, distillers were enabled to use a small part of their remaining 
inventories and through the use of the neutral spirits increased greatly the 
amount of liquor available all over the nation. 


It was believed then that there would be many so-called ‘“‘Liquor Holi- 
days” during 1945 and the next such holiday did occur in January. However, 
on January 13th the office of Mr. J. A. Krug of the War Production Board 
issued a statement that because of the unexpected demand of the military 
there would be no more “Liquor Holidays” during the year 1945. Con- 
sequently the supplies of whiskey available all over the nation will again be 
greatly reduced and substitutes for whiskey will again come to the fore. In 
this connection, although the inventory of the Montana Liquor Control Board 
appears to be very high at first glance, totaling $4,704,765.13, it may be no 
more than will be necessary to continue the state in the liquor business dur- 
ing the next two years. We believe that there will be approximately a 
3343% reduction in present whiskey allotments. As a result of such reduc- 
tion, we believe that there will be a real demand for items now carried in 
inventory. Based upon 1944 sales, if the war should last through 1946, the 
present inventory would be completely exhausted. 


We find that the Liquor Board had unpaid invoices as at December 31, 
covering merchandise purchased and amounting to $1,357,698.38. This is_ 
made up of invoices for merchandise shipped during the months of October, 
November and December of 1944. 


Sales for the month of November amounted to $1,179,733.29, less excise | 
tax in the amount of $94,386.95, leaving a balance of $1,085,346.34. Sales 
for the month of December amounted to $1,736,689.98, less excise tax in the 
amount of $138,937.25, leaving a balance of $1,597,752.73. This indicates 
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that the Board should be on a current basis and taking full advantage of 
purchase discounts within sixty days. 


There was a question raised as to whether or not these unpaid invoices 
were in violation of Section 2815.161 of the Revised Codes of 1935 due to 
the fact that it exceeded the sum of $25,000.00 but the Administrator had an 
opinion from the Attorney for the Board based upon two decisions of the 
Supreme Court of Montana that the said Section 2815.161 would be con- 
strued that the Board can create an indebtedness under this Section of 
$25,000.00 over and above the cash on hand and the revenue provided for 
from the sale of merchandise on hand which are revenues which have a 
potential existence from the sale of merchandise. The opinion is reasonable 
due to the fact that it is perfectly apparent to anyone that it would be 
utterly and completely impossible to attempt to take care of the require- 
ments for liquor for the public, either through individual purchases or by 
the drink over the bar, if a limit of $25,000.00 was placed upon unpaid in- 
voices. One carload of whiskey at today’s prices involves a greater expendi- 
_ ture or commitment than $25,000.00. A carload of whiskey is 1,000 cases. 
The moment an order is issued it is a commitment of a sum more than 
$25,000.00. Consequently, until this carload has been received and paid for, 
no other whiskey or any other product could be purchased or ordered. In- 
asmuch as it is from two weeks to one month from. the issuance of an order 
until actual receipt of the goods, it is apparent that the State of Montana 
would not long continue in the liquor business. It should be kept in mind 
that at the present time, even under our rationing program, the Board is 
shipping to state-owned stores slightly over 18,000 cases of whiskey alone 
per month. In addition there are many thousands of cases of wine, brandy, 
rum, cordials etc, being shipped every month. 


There was testimony before this committee that Mr. Wallace, Chairman 
of the Board, issued an order for 2,000 cases of Ron Toro Rum at $42.00 per 
case from K & L Distributors of Seattle. 


Inasmuch as all purchases must be approved by the Administrator, we 
investigated the above matter and found that Mr. Wallace did issue such 
an order by means of a letter and that a copy of such letter was placed in 
the files and the order was not rejected by the Administrator or questioned 
by the Board, and was consequently paid. The price paid for rum was 
precisely the same as paid by Oregon and Washington which is substantiated 
by copies of letters attached hereto from the Liquor Control Boards of those 
states as well-as from K & L Distributors themselves. 


Estimated revenue i. e. actual cash accruing to the State of Montana has 
been determined as follows: 


For the year 1945 we estimate profit in the amount of two million dol- 
lars. From this we have deducted unpaid invoices in the amount of $1,357,- 
698.38 leaving a balance of $642,301.62. This figure represents profit from 
sale of liquor and liquor permits only. To this sum there should be added 
the revenue from the liquor license department and beer department. We 
can see no reason why there should be any reduction of income in these de- 
partments during the year 1945 and we therefore believe that it will equal 
the net profit shown for 1944, which was $511,200.00 for the liquor depart- 
ment and $643,112.19 for the beer department or a total of $1,154,312.19 for 
both departments. We may therefore expect to receive from the three de- 
partments the total sum of $1,796,613.81. To this there should be added 
the amount of excise tax on sales paid monthly by the Board to the State 
Treasurer and not available to the Board for operating expenses, which in 
1944 amounted to $951,172.34. Since we estimate that sales during 1945 will 
be slightly greater than in 1944, due to the fact that the Board has mer- 
chandise available for sale during the whole of 1945 which was not true in 
1944, we believe that the excise tax paid to the State will also be slightly 
‘increased. We estimate that the amount of excise tax in 1945 will be $960,- 
000.00. When this is added to the above estimated income it is seen that the 
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State of Montana should receive from the Liquor Control Board during the | 
year 1945 the sum of $2,756,613.81. 


Our estimate of income for the year 1946 based upon the above and 
allowing for contingencies which cannot be foreseen at this time, is $3,500,- 
000.00, keeping in mind that there should be no unpaid invoices in that year 
which would affect the cash transfers to the State as is the case during 1945. 


It is worthy of mention that the excise tax which amounted to the sum 
of $951,172.34 during the year 1944, was direct revenue from the sale of 
liquor and is paid each month to the State Treasurer. The income to the 
license department and beer department is deposited daily with the State 
Treasurer and is also direct revenue to the State of Montana under the 
Liquor Control Act, Retail Beer Act and the Retail Liquor Act which is all 
under the Montana Liquor Control Board. 


We believe that the affairs of the Liquor Control Board are being 
capably and efficiently handled, in a business like manner, and to the best 
interests of the State of Montana.

Mr. Speaker, I, a minority of the committee appointed for the purpose 
of determining the anticipated revenue from the Montana State Liquor 
Board’s operations for 1945, beg leave to report as follows: 


In making this report, I wish to emphasize that it is not my wish to 
make a political issue of the present situation in which the Montana State 
Liquor Control Board finds itself nor to create a scandal. 


It is my belief that the previous Board and previous Administrator as 
well as the present Board and the present Administrator are absolutely 
honest and have done and are doing the best they can in the operation of the 
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State’s Liquor Monopoly. However, I feel it is my duty to you and to the 
members of the legislature to state my honest opinion in regard to the an- 
ticipated revenue we may receive from the Liquor Board’s operations for 
1945 for the General Fund of the State. 


My report does not take into consideration any monies that might be 
received from licenses, permit or any source other than liquor sales. 


The Annual Report of the Montana Liquor Control Board as of Decem- 
ber 81, 1944, shows accounts payable for merchandise—$1,357,698.38. It 
shows an inventory of $4,704,765.13 of which approximately two and one- 
half million dollars or at least 58% of their liquor stock is tied up in slow 
moving merchandise some of which, in my opinion, will take years to sell and 
will have to be sold at a loss. I base this opinion upon the fact that most of 
this stock is Mexican Rum, Mexican Tequila and Imported Wines. Their 
report shows that their sales on these items ran as follows during 1944: 


5% of their sales Rum which I ami sure consisted mostly of sales of 
Porto Rican Rums. 


1% of their sales Tequila. 
6% of their sales Imported Wines. 


This would indicate that the Liquor Board is faced with a serious prob- 
lem in trying to turn this frozen inventory. In order to make any consider- 
able payment to the General Fund, it is going to be absolutely necessary to 
turn some of this merchandise. I have not been able to find any Mexican 
Rum or any Tequila in the stocks of the taverns I have contacted. The mem- 
bers can make a fair appraisal of the probability of the Liquor Board getting 
its money out of these stocks by asking themselves how much Rum and 
Tequila they themselves buy. The fact that the Liquor Board is faced with 
a serious problem in the disposal of this merchandise is borne out by their 
1944 inventory of merchandise on hand in stores. This shows $881,084.63 as 
against $316,995.67 on hand in 1948. In spite of this tremendous inventory 
in the stores, it is impossible to obtain any appreciable supply of saleable or 
drinkable liquor. 


At the present time, the Board has an arrangement with the Montana 


License Liquor. Dealers’ Association whereby the association buys certain | 


quantities of desirable liquors for the Board. This liquor is paid for at the 
Board’s going rate of profit now 58% but the liquor is delivered to the mem- 
bers of the Montana License Liquor Dealers’ Association. Some of the 
jiquor is delivered to banks for collateral on money advanced to members of 
the association for the purchase. While this transaction is entirely honest 
and legal, it is unfair to those dealers who are either not able financially to 
buy large quantities or who are not members of the association and this in- 
cludes a great many small liquor dealers throughout the State of Montana. 
If this practice should continue, it will be just a matter of time until the 
Montana License Liquor Dealers’ Association is dictating the policy of the 
Liquor Control Board of the State of Montana. These transactions at the 
present time, I think, are a God-send to the Board, in that it is a method of 
going around their frozen inventory and thus allowing the Board to make 
some profit in spite of the fact that they do not seem able to purchase the 
same kinds of desirable liquors themselves. 


The present unsatisfactory situation in the State’s liquor business has 
come about since the Supreme Court decision in October, 1948, which set the 
Liquor Board up as a separate and distinct business. Prior to that, the State 
Board of Examiners did have some supervision and control over its expenses 
and merchandise purchases because of the necessity of securing the Exam- 
ining Board’s approval of all claims. 


Since December, 1948, Mr. Wallace of Helena, Mr. Ripple of Butte and 
Mr. Corwin of Park City have comprised the present Liquor Control Board 
with Mr. Wallace as Chairman. Mr. Wallace immediately instituted new 
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buying policies. While the Board Administrator, Mr. Torrance MacDonald, 
together with another member of the Board, Mr. Corwin, were on a trip to 
New York in the interest of increased whiskey supply, Mr. Wallace on Febru- 
ary 11, 1944, made an unauthorized purchase of approximately $200,000.00 
worth of Imported Mexican Rum, Habanero and Tequila from the K and L 
Distributors of Seattle, paying $41.75 a case for Ron Toro Rum f. o. b. Loredo 
or El Paso, Texas. At this time, the going price for the best quality rum 
was about $26.00 a case. 


I could find nothing in the minutes of Board meetings authorizing Mr. 
Wallace to make this purchase nor a confirming order in the files of the 
Liquor Board okayed by the Board Purchasing Agent or the Administrator, 
Mr. MacDonald. Mr. MacDonald testified that he positively refused to okay 
this order in spite of the demand of Mr. Wallace that he do so. Subsequently, 
some $800,000.00 worth of business was given to K and L Distributors for 
the same kinds of imported liquor. Mr. MacDonald, who was the Board’s 
secretary at that time, testified that Mr. Wallace insisted upon the purchase 
of large quantities of Mexican liquor from this firm against the wishes of 
the Administrator. It is true that some of these orders bear the signature 
of Mr. MacDonald. 


At that time, orders were placed with an importer for approximately 
$1,600,000.00 of imported wines and liquors. It was at this time that the 
Liquor Board had become obligated for orders totalling about four million 
dollars, principally imported liquors. Mr. Buley, the present Administrator, 
was able, according to his testimony, to cancel about $350,000.00 worth of 
orders and the balance was delivered and had to be accepted and paid by 
the present Administrator. Because of the fact that the Board was loaded 
with this type of merchandise, it was impossible for them to pay for the 
purchase of desirable domestic liquors which accounts for our accounts pay- 
able at the present time of about $1,300,000.00. Some of these invoices date 
back to October, 1944, and it would seem to me, from my experience in 
business, that handicapped by past due accounts payable would make it 
hard for the Board to continue to get supplies of this desirable liquor. 


I would like to state at this point, since Mr. Buley has been acting as 
Administrator, the affairs of the Board seem to be in better shape and he 
has installed a better system of purchasing and seems to have the buying 
well under control. 


The last payments made to the state were on January 3, 1944 when the 
sum of $500,000.00 was transferred to the general fund and in May, 1944, 
when a transfer of $611,740.69 was made. These payments came from de- 
posits made prior to the supreme court decision of October, 1943, and were 
from profits realized in 1948. Since that time, no receipts have been received 
for the general fund and since then neither receipts nor disbursments are 
now being run through any of the state accounts. Mr. Buley, himself, tes- 
tified that no payment was made to the general fund from profits made on 
operations for the year 1944—these profits being tied up in inventory. In 
addition to the large stocks on hand in the Liquor Board warehouse, the 
Board also has on hand about 6000 cases of liquor stored with the Helena 
Transfer and Storage Company for which they are paying $150.00 per 
month rent. 


Under the plan upon which the State Liquor Control Board is now 
operating, (that is as an entirely separate business from the rest of the 
state government answerable only to the governor), it is now impossible 
for the State Auditor to determine the amounts of any money actually 
transferred by the Liquor Board to any other state fund. It is impossible 
to discover from any of the state’s books what monies are received or what 
disbursements are made either in total or detail by the State Liquor Board. 
Neither is it possible to determine now or at any time the financial position 
of the board from the records of the State of Montana. All this information 
has to be obtained from the Montana Liquor Control Board and is not under 
the control of any other elected state official except the governor. 
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The Montana Liquor Control Board at the present time has the authority 
to obligate the liquor fund without limit in spite of Section 2815.161 which 
specifically limits the total amount of outstanding indebtedness to $25,000.00. 
As everyone knows, this limit is a ridiculous limit to have imposed on a 
business the size of the liquor monopoly. The present Administrator has 
been advised by the Attorney for the Board that they could assume indebted- 
ness beyond the sum of $25,000.00 as long as the board had the merchandise 
and the potential profit from the sale of that merchandise. 


Because the present unsatisfactory condition of the State’s Liquor 
Monopoly can be laid entirely to the policies of the Liquor Control Board 
and because all of the past disagreeable situations can be traced to previous 
boards, I believe that the present method of board control should be dis- 
continued and proper legislation enacted during this session to abolish the 
Liquor Control Board Monopoly and place the State’s Liquor Monopoly under 
the supervision and control of a permanent State Board, preferably a non- 
political board, such as the State Board of Equalization whose primary in- 
terest is that of state income and revenue. 


I would also like to recommend that in the interests of good govern- 
ment, the accounts of the state’s liquor business be handled through estab- 
lished procedure in the same manner as other state funds and I firmly be- 
lheve that it should become the established policy of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to order a thorough investigation of the State’s Liquor Monopoly 
each session. This investigation to be made under the direction of a proper 
House Committee by a competent and independent certified public account- 
ant. This would have the effect of keeping the liquor business on a strictly 
business basis and bring out every two years those situations which if left 
unnoticed might grow into serious scandals and embarrassment for the state 
administration.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


The following measures were introduced, read first and second times, 
and referred to committees, all appropriation measures having been read 
at length: 


House Bill No. 187 introduced by Helding by request: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to authorize the Superintendent of the Montana School 
for the Deaf and Blind to act temporarily as employment placement officer 
and field worker for the school in addition to his present duties temporarily; 
and providing for hiring a part-time instructor who will assume part-time 
employment placement work and school field work and also specifying 
qualifications, duties and salary.” Referred to Committee on State Boards 
and Offices. 


House Bill No. 188 introduced by Committee on Public Health and 
Sanitary Affairs: A bill for an act entitled: “An act relating to premarital 
examination for syphilis and the protection of the public health; providing 
for the filing of a certificate, made by a physician, or other person author- 
ized by the Laws of Montana to make such a certificate, by each applicant 
for a marriage license, stating that the applicant, upon examination, in- 
cluding a standard serological test, is found to not be infected with syphilis, 
or if so infected, that the disease is not in a stage which is or may become 
communicable to a marital partner; providing that such certificate be ac- 
companied by a statement from a person in charge of or authorized to make 
reports for the laboratory making such test, which certificate and statement 
shall be on a form provided by the Montana State Board of Health and re- 
ferred to in this act as “the certificate form”; providing for the acceptance 
of certificate forms from other states having comparable laws, and from 
United States army or navy or United States Public Health Service; defin- 
ing standard serological test and approved laboratory; defining the duties of 
the Montana State Board of Health in connection therewith; providing free 
examinations and laboratory tests in certain cases; providing the exceptions 
and exemptions to provisions of this act; providing for appeal to district 
court when application for marriage license is refused; prescribing penalties 
for violation of the provisions of this act; providing for the payment of the 
expenses necessary in carrying out the provisions of this act; stating validity 
and saving clauses; repealing all acts and parts of acts in confllict here- 
with.” Referred to Committee on Public Health and Sanitary Affairs. 


House Bill No. 189 introduced by Committee on Public Health and 
Sanitary Affairs: A bill for an act entitled: “An act relating to the pre- 
vention of congenital syphilis; providing for the taking of a sample of blood 
of pregnant women for submission to an approved laboratory for a standard 
serological test for syphilis; defining standard serological test and approved 
laboratory; providing for the filing of the results of such tests with the 
Montana State Board of Health; requiring each birth and stillbirth cer- 
tificate to show the date when such a test was made and if no test was made, 
the reason shall be recorded upon such certificate, but said certificate shall 
not show the result of any such test; authorizing State Board of Health to 
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use information derived from pregnancy serological tests; providing that the 
Montana State Board of Health shall provide the necessary expenses in 
carrying out the provisions of this act; prescribing penalties for the violation 
of this act; stating validity and saving clauses; repealing all acts or parts 
of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Public Health and 
Sanitary Affairs. 


House Bill No. 190 introduced by Kimpel, Harlow, James and Blenkner: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to provide for the submission to the 
qualified electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section 2 of 
Article XII of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating to the 


exemption of property from taxation, and providing for the removal from ~ 


such section the provision exempting property of the United States from 
taxation when the Congress of the United States consents to the taxation of 
such property.” Referred to Committee on Constitutional Amendments. 


House Bill No. 191 introduced by Committee on Social Security: A bill 
for an act entitled: ‘An act to authorize in certain instances the Boards of 
County Commissioners to levy an additional tax of not to exceed four (4) 
mills for county poor fund.” Referred to Committee on Revenue and Taxa- 
tion. 


House Bill No. 192 introduced by Foot, Parker (Flathead), Armstrong: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 5159 of the Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1935; Section 5166 and 5167 as amended by Chapter 60 
of the Laws of the Twenty-seventh Legislative Assembly and Section 5194 


as amended by Chapter 48 of the Laws of the Twenty-fifth Legislative As- ° 


sembly, relating to the power of cities and towns to procure, construct, 
establish, equip, maintain and operate parks, swimming pools, skating 
rinks, playgrounds, civic centers, youth centers, museums, and combinations 
thereof, and to borrow money and levy taxes thereof.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Affairs of Cities. 


House Bill No. 1938 introduced by Committee on State Lands: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to amend Sections 1805.52, and 1805.53, Re- 
vised Codes of Montana, 1935, authorizing the State Board of Land Com- 
missioners to lease state land for mining and extracting, in addition to the 
substances heretofore provided in said section, bentonite, calsite, talc, mica, 
ceramic, asbestos and marble, providing for measurement of substances mined 
or extracted, and royalty payments; providing for reports and distribution of 
royalties.” Referred to Committee on State Lands. 


House Bill No. 194 introduced, by Committee on State Lands: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 1805.52 of the Revised Codes of 
Montana, 19385, relating to leases on state lands for the removal of stone, 
gravel and sand therefrom, the terms of said leases, the right of renewal of 
said leases and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” 
Referred to Committee on State Lands. . 


House Bill No. 195 introduced by Committee on State Lands: A bill for 
an act entitled: ‘“‘An act to validate and legalize all contracts executed be- 
tween the years 1923 and 1928, both dates inclusive, so made by the State 
Board of Land Commissioners for the sale of lands acquired by the state 
through the foreclosure of state mortgages, or otherwise acquired by the 
state in connection with such mortgages, wherein the mortgagor in such 
mortgage or some person claiming under him, was the contract purchaser, 
and authorizing issuance of patent or deed on fulfillment of such contract 
free of mineral, oil and gas reservations, and validating and legalizing all 
deeds and patents heretofore issued on such contracts, waiving and relin- 
quishing all state mineral, oil and gas claims therein, and providing an effec- 
tive date.” Referred to Committee on State Lands. 


House Bill No. 196 introduced by Committee on State Lands: A bill 
for.an act entitled: ‘‘An act to authorize and empower the State Board of 
Land Commissioners to lease state lands for prospecting, exploring, mining 
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and extracting therefrom of phosphate or phosphate rock and other non-

MESSAGES FROM THE SENATE 


February 1, 1945. 
Mr. Speaker: 


I am directed by the Senate to inform your Honorable Body that the 
following Senate Bill was this day read third time and passed, title and 
history agreed to, and same is herewith transmitted to the House for con- 
currence: Senate Bill No. 19—McKenna.

leased, limitations, term of leases, and agreements for the pooling of 
acreage with others for unit operations for the production of oil or gas, 
or both; and providing that such act shall become effective upon the amend- 
ment by congress of Section 11 of the enabling act.” Referred to Committee 
on Petroleum, Oil and Gas. 


House Bill No. 214 introduced by Committee on Education: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 835, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1935, relating to meetings of the State Board of Education by providing 
per diem and expenses of members of said board, and providing payment

“An act relating to reciprocity between the State of Montana and other 
states of the Union, territories, federal districts and foreign countries in 
the matter of the registration and exemption from registration fees and 
exactions, of any motor vehicles, trailers and semi-trailers owned by non- 
residents when like privileges are extended to Montana residents who are 
owners of said vehicles; defining the terms and conditions under which 
such motor vehicles may be operated in the State of Montana without the 
payment of registration fees; defining the powers and duties of the regis- 
trar of motor vehicles of the State of Montana hereunder; and providing 
for non-exemption in certain cases; providing penalties for violation of this 
act, and repealing every act in conflict herewith.”

Appropriations: 


House Resolution No. 1 introduced by Armstrong, Parker (Flathead), 
Foot: <A resolution of the House of Representatives entitled: “A resolution 
recognizing the recent decision of the United States supreme court declaring 
the industry and business of insurance to be within the category of inter- 
state commerce; recognizing the position of the State of Montana in relation 
to taxing the industry of insurance doing business within the State of Mon- 
tana; creating a commission to study the problems arising out of said insur- 
ance business; and making an appropriation to cover the eee Ye and costs 
of the activities of said commission so created.” 


WHEREAS, a recent decision of the supreme court of the United States 


has declared the industry and business of insurance to be within the scope 
and category of interstate commerce; and 


WHEREAS, the said decision has made problematical the right of the 
State of Montana to levy upon and to tax the business and assets of insur- 
ance being operated and conducted within the State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, these facts were called to the attention of the Honorable 
Senate and House of Representatives of Montana in Joint Assembly by his 
Excellency, Sam C. Ford, in his message as Governor to these Honorable 
Bodies when he said: 


“A recent decision of the United States supreme court declaring the 
insurance business interstate commerce has brought into serious doubt the 
power of the states to tax and regulate this business, both from the stand- 
point of the public and as a source of state revenue. This is of vital concern 
to the protection of Montana policyholders and to the state as a taxing 
authority with $400,000 annual revenue at stake. I strongly urge your 
attention to this problem so that legislation may be enacted reserving to the 
state the right to regulate insurance business transacted within the state.”; 
and 


WHEREAS, it is apparent that, as requested, something must be done 
to preserve the right of the State of Montana to levy and to collect taxes 
upon the said industry and business of insurance doing business within the 
State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, in the so-called McCarran Bill, which is designated as 
Senate (U. 8S.) 340, as amended and passed by the United States Senate 
January 25, 1945, declares that the acts of Congress, known as the Sherman 
Act and Clayton Act, shall continue to be in force and effect and shall apply 
to the insurance business and industry as conducted in the United States and 
further provides: 


“Sec. 4. (a) For the purpose of enabling adjustments to be made and 
legislation to be adopted by the several States and Congress, until June 1, 
1947, the act to July 2, 1890, as amended, known as the Sherman Act, shall 
not apply to the business of insurance, or to acts in the conduct of such 
business, and until January 1, 1948, the act of October 15, 1914, as amended, 
known as the Clayton Act, shall not apply to such business or to acts in the 
eonduct thereof.”; and

WHEREAS, this would give the State of Montana at least until June 
1st, 1947 in which to act; and 


WHEREAS, it is obvious that some action must be taken, prior to June 
1, 1947, by the Legislative Bodies of the State of Montana to deal with and to 
solve this problem; and 


. WHEREAS, the ramifications of proper legislation in connection with 
these matters will be great, difficult and extensive and should be properly 
studied and considered; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the House of Representatives of 
the State of Montana in meeting assembled request and authorize the Hon- 
orable Speaker of this House to name a committee of five members, other 
than those engaged in said insurance business, as a commission to study and 
to report upon the legislation which may be necessary; to regulate and to 
tax the insurance business as conducted in the State of Montana; this com- 
mission to report on or before the 15th day of January, 1947. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the sum of $300.00 be appropriated 
with which to defray the expenses and costs of the commission herein and 
hereby created.

ANDREW G. ANDERSON 


Andrew G. Anderson, was born January 21, 1873, at Stockholm, Sweden. 
Coming to the United States in 1882 with his parents, he lived at Kasoto, 
Minnesota. He was graduated as a nurse from Fergus Falls, Minnesota, 
hospital in 1895, and three years later entered into the mercantile business 


-at Ulen, Minnesota. He married Nora V. Berg in 1899 at Fergus Falls. He 


went into business at Audubon, Minnesota, in 1904, and eight years later at 
Columbus, Montana. In 1914 he moved to Boyd, Montana, where he con- 
ducted a mercantile business until his death on January 26, 1945, at Billings, 
Montana. He was postmaster in Boyd from 1914 to 1929. He served in 
the Twenty-first Assembly as a Republican Representative from Carbon 
County. He was a past master of Carbon Lodge No. 63, A. F. and A. M. 
at Joliet, Montana, a member of the Scottish Rite body in Billings and of the 
Methodist Church at Boyd, Montana. 


SAMUEL O’NEILL COX BRADY 


Samuel O’Neill Cox Brady, one of thirteen children in the family, was 
born in Dunlewey House, County Donegal, Ireland, on June 1, 1861. He 
came to the United States with his parents in 1882. After nine months in 
Iowa, he came to Montana and settled west of Wilsall, Montana. In 1915 he 
became manager of the Dunlewey Land and Livestock Company. He mar- 
ried Sarah C. Gassett in January, 1904. He was a member of the Episcopal- 
ian Church and of the Masonic Lodge. He was an ardent Democrat and 
served as Park County Representative to the State Legislature in 1911 and 
1913. He was a doorkeeper of the House during the governorship of Roy 
E. Ayers. He received a fifty-year recognition from the Montana Grand 
Lodge of Masons in 1943—before his death which occurred on September 7, 
1943. He had been retired for fifteen years at the time of his death. 
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WILLIAM CASTLES 


William Castles was born in Liverpool, England, on February 12, 1878. 
He attended school in Lurgan, County Armach, North Ireland. He saw 
18 months active service in the Boer War in South Africa. He came to 
Montana in November, 1906, settling at Superior, Montana. To him and 
his wife, Catherine L. Irwin Castles, were born six sons and two daughters. 
He was a butcher and merchant by trade. He was a member of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church and of the Redman and Masonic organizations. 
A Republican, he served in the Montana Legislature during the nineteenth, 
twenty-seventh and twenty-eighth sessions. From his home in Spokane, 
Washington, he was taken to a hospital and died on April 27, 1944. 


MONROE W. CRAMER 


Monroe W. Cramer, a member of the thirteenth assembly of the Mon- . 
tana Legislature, came to Yellowstone Valley in 1882, engaging in stock 
raising and farming. He at one time owned the Bar T. Ranch near Laurel. 
He was a member of Corinthian Lodge No. 72, A. F. & A. M. For several 
years he was president of the old Citizens National Bank, an officer of the 
Laurel Realty Company, and he was extensively interested in the Laurel 
flour mill. He died at the age of 87 years in a Billings hospital on October 
29, 1942. 


WILLIAM J. CRISMAS 


William J. Crismas was born December 19, 1857, at Cresco, Iowa, com- 
ing to Montana on May 7, 1880. While at White Sulphur Springs, Montana, 
he married Lola M. Pickering. They moved to Joliet in 1897, near where 
they owned a fruit-growing farm. He was a member of the Masonic Lodge 
and served at president of the Farmers Telephone Company and as treas- 
urer of the Gibson Culvert Company. A Democrat, he was a member of the 
House of Representatives of Montana during the thirteenth, fourteenth and 
fifteenth sessions. He died in October, 1939, and his wife died on January 138, 
1945, at the ranch home near Joliet. 


CHARLES THEODORE (TED) CUMMINGS 


Charles Theodore Cummings was born at Stockett, Montana, on May 
27, 1905. He managed the Bertsche Service Station in Great Falls for ten: 
years, later working in the smelter in that city. His wife was the former 
Nellie Latham. He served in the twenty-seventh and twenty-eighth Mon- 
tana Legislature as Democratic Representative from Cascade County. He 
was a member of the Methodist Church, the Eagles Lodge, and the Degree 
of Honor Lodge. Enrolled in the C. M. T. C., he spent one summer at Fort 
ey and one summer at Fort Douglas. He died at Great Falls on Decem- 
er 30, 1944. 


GEORGE H. DALY 


George H. Daly was born October 26, 1908, at Connellsville, Pennsylvania, 
and came to Montana on December 24, 1915. He attended Roundup Public 
Schools, and was a plastering contractor by trade. He was Democratic Rep- 
resentative from Yellowstone County at the twenty-fifth session of the Mon- 
tana Legislative. He was a member of the First English Lutheran Church 
and the Masonic bodies, Scottish Rite and Shrine. His wife was the former 
Linde DiPasquale. He died in November, 1944, of wounds received in 
action in Germany in World War II. 


WINN ERWIN DOLIN 


Winn Erwin Dowlin was born November 12, 1872, at Dayton, Minnesota. 
He moved to Montana forty years ago, settling at Forsyth. Five years 
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later he moved to Billings, Montana, establishing the W. E. Dowlin brick 
yard east of Billings which he operated until four years ago. He married 
Fannie Anderson at Livingston, Montana, in 1917. In 1921 he was elected 
State Representative on the Republican ticket from Yellowstone County. In 
1923 he was elected state chairman of the Republican party. Mr. Dowlin 
was a charter member of the Knights of Pythias in Anoka, Minnesota, a 
member of the Billings B. P. O. E., and was active in the Billings Commer- 
cial Club. At the time of his death on January 13, 1945, he was co-owner of 
the Sylvan Lounge in Billings. 


WILLIAM EDWARDS 


William Edwards was born in Hastings, England, about 1862. He served 
in the fourth legislative session of the State of Montana in 1895 as a Rep- 
resentative from Deer Lodge County. He married Margaret Cooke of 
Bozeman, Montana, in 1908. He is credited with introducing one of the 
original postal savings plans in the Montana Legislature which was later 
sent to Washington and used in formulating the national postal savings 
system. In 1921 he moved to Denver, Colorado, where he died on January 
138, 1945. 


MERTON 8S. GOULD 


Merton S. Gould was born at Dayton, Nevada, on August 16, 1872. He 
came to Butte, Montana, in 1882. Later the family moved to Madison 
County, from which county he served as Representative in the thirteenth 
and fifteenth sessions of the Montana Legislature. For the past ten years 
he had made his home in Butte. He was a contractor and builder by trade 
and built the Gould Hotel in Butte in 1917. He died of a heart attack in a 
Butte restaurant on July 29, 1944. 


EMERSON HILL 


Emerson Hill was born September 10, 1857, at Spring Creek, Tennessee. 
He married Margaret Bess at Marquand, Missouri, on August 25, 1878. He 
came to Red Rock, Montana, in 1881, and lived on a ranch for five years. 
He then went into the mercantile business which continued for twenty-three 
years. In 1895 he established a stage line from Red Rock to Salmon, Idaho, 
and in 1896 built a telephone line. He served in the Seventh Session of 
the Montana Legislature and was a delegate to the first Democratic con- 
vention held after Montana became a state. In 1907 the family moved to 
Salmon. In 1911 Mr. Hill was elected first mayor of Salmon, serving one 
term. He was president and cashier of a Salmon bank for ten years. He 
was elected probate judge in 1931 and held that office continuously until 
his death on June 6, 1944, after a lingering illness. He was a member of 
the Masonic Lodge since 1888. 


HERMAN HE. KUHL 


Herman. E. Kuhl was born in 1865 in Geneseo, Illinois, and arrived in 
Montana on March 3, 1888. He was a farmer and stockgrower. He married 
Leore F. Bebee and to them were born seven children. He was a Mason and 
a Democrat. He served in the Montana House of Representatives during 
the twenty-third and twenty-fourth sessions, coming from Carbon County, 
He died at Billings, Montana, on June 13, 1944. 


ALEXANDER B. LEHMAN 


Alexander B. Lehman was born at Helena, Montana, on January 4, 1879. 
He attended St. John’s Military Academy at Delafield, Wisconsin, and grad- 
uated in 1896 as a cadet captain. He served in the Montana Legislature in 
the seventh session of that assembly as a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. In July, 1909, he married Miss Neva Brown. He joined the 
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firm of Hilger and Busenburg, later known as the Hilger Loan and Realty 
Company. When the Cat Creek oil field was discovered, he sold his real 
estate business and went into the oil business. Later he moved to Florida 
and then to California, where for the past several years he had been in the 
real estate business. He died in Los Angeles on August 21, 1944, and his 
ashes were buried at Lewistown, Montana. 


PATRICK LOWNEY 


Patrick Lowney, resident of Butte, Montana, for more than forty years, 
was a member of the State Legislative Assembly from Silver Bow County, 
in 1916. A native of Michigan, he came to Montana shortly after the turn 
of the century. He was employed in the Butte mines for many years as a 
miner, shift boss and watchman, until he retired. He died at the family 
home in Butte on July 12, 1944. 


PETER McDERMOTT 


Peter McDermott, a member of the House of Representatives of the 
State of Montana from Silver Bow County during the twenty-second and 
twenty-third sessions, was born October 6, 1868, at Kilkenny, Minnesota. He 
came to Montana in March, 1887, and was a member of the Pioneer Club 
of Butte, the Knights of Columbus, Modern Woodmen, and of the Catholic 
Church. He was a grocer by trade. His wife, Annie Breslin McDermott, 
bore him five children. He was a Democrat. He died January 2, 1945, at 
Los Angeles, California. 


ARTHUR E. McFATRIDGE 


Arthur E. McFatridge was born May 8, 1867, at Holton, Indiana, and 
came to Montana in 1910 as Superintendent of the Blackfoot Indian Reser- 
vation at. Browning, Montana. He worked under civil service for many 
years in various positions. He was a member of the First Christian Church, 
the I. O. O. F., and the A. F. and A. M. of Montana. In the twenty-sixth 
session of the legislature he served as a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, a Republican from Yellowstone County. During the twentieth 


assembly he had served as Sergeant-at-Arms. He was clerk for the Mon- 


tana State Board of Examiners under three governors. After the death of 
his wife, Clara Cox McFatridge, in their Seattle home, he went to Billings 
in 19385 to be with his only son, L. V. McFatridge, who is first assistant 
sergeant-at-arms at this session of the legislature. Arthur McFatridge 
died at Billings on December 25, 1943, and was buried at Helena, Montana. 


BEN F. MOULTON 


Ben F. Moulton, born February 28, 1868, in Unity, Waldo County, 
Maine, came to Montana in 1883. He was a stockman and a farmer near 
Grass Range, Montana. In the nineteenth, twentieth and twenty-first ses- 
sions of the Montana Legislature, he served as Republican Representative 
from Fergus County. He married Julia V. Smith on July 12, 1890, who 
preceded him in death. He was at one time a county commissioner of Fergus 
County and a member of the State Liquor Board. He died at Lewistown, 
Montana, on December 22, 1944. 


EDWARD O’BYRNE 


Edward O’Byrne was born December 1, 1879, in Ireland. After coming 
to America he came to Montana in July, 1899. He was mine shift boss on 
the Butte hill for many years. A Democrat, he served in the Montana Leg- 
islature in 1935. His wife was Alice McKendrick. He was a member of the 
Roman Catholic Church. From July 1, 1935, to September, 1938, he was 
State Labor Commissioner. Prior to leaving Butte in 1941, he was assistant 
superintendent of the W. P. A. He died September 9, 1944, at his home near 
Renton, Washington. 
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JAMES FRANCIS O’CONNOR 


James Francis O’Connor, who died suddenly on January 15, 1945, in 
Washington, D. C., while ably serving the State of Montana as its Con- 
gressman from the second district, was Speaker of this House of Repre-: 
sentatives during the 1917-18 session. A graduate from the University of 
Nebraska law school in 1904, Mr. O’Connor was a successful lawyer, resid- 
ing at Livingston, Montana. He served as Judge of the Sixth Judicial Dis- 
trict, as president of the Northwestern National Bank and of the Livingston 
Publishing Company, and for six months in 1918 was special counsel to the 
Federal Trade Commission at Washington, D. C. He was an influential 
Democrat in Montana, a member of the B. P. O. E. and of the Catholic 


Church. He was first elected to Congress in 1936 and continuously there- 


aiter had been prominent in Indian and public lands affairs. 


FRANK D. O’NEILL 


Frank D. O’Neill, born in Guelph County, Ontario, Canada, on Decem- 
ber 18, 1864, moved with his family to Kansas, where his early days were 
spent. Before he was 21 he went to California by way of Nebraska, Wash- 
ington and Oregon, and worked on ranches in the Stockton area. He came 
to Montana in 1885 and worked, on various sheep ranches. In 1888 he- 
established his headquarters on Trail Creek, later turning his attention to 
the cattle raising industry and handling Herefords under the “ON” and “3 
bar gate” brands. In 1901 he married Miss Ina McKenzie. He served in 
the thirteenth legislature, where his principal interest was in securing road 
legislation. As committeeman from Custer County, he was a member on 


‘the State Democratic Committee. He was a member of the B. P. O. E. He 


died on May 7, 1943, at his ranch home in the O’Neill Community of Custer 


| County, where he had resided for more than fifty years. 








GEORGE R. SHEPARD 


George R. Shepard was born October 25, 1895, at Concordia, Kansas. 
He came to Montana in August, 1913. He served 21 months in the Navy 
during World War I. In 1921 he graduated from the University of Montana. 
He taught school in east central Montana and at one time was principal 
of Custer County High School. In 1922 he became legal counsel for the 
Missoula Mercantile Company, which position he held until his death. A 
prominent attorney, he served as Republican Representative from Missoula 
County in the 1929 legislature. He was a member of the Baptist Church. 
Following an automobile accident near Bozeman, he died in a hospital there 
on September 18, 1944. 


JOHN T. SPENCER 


John T. Spencer was born at Sheboygan, Wisconsin, on September 
13, 1875, and came to Montana in 1903. On June 11th of that year he was 
married to Mary J. Pelletier at Butte. He operated the Sanders County 
Ledger at Thompson Falls, and later moved to Bridger, Montana, where he 
published the Times, a weekly newspaper. In 1929 he moved to Billings, 
where he was associated, until his death, with the Gazette Printing Com- 
pany. He was a member of the Episcopal Church, the Golden Fleece Lodge 
No. 37, A. F. & A. M. of Bridger, the Knights Templar, and Al Bedoo Shrine 
Temple and its oriental band. Mr: Spencer was elected to the House of 
Representatives from Carbon County in 1920 and 1922; then in 1924 was 
raised to a seat in the Senate for a four-year term. He died at his home in 
Billings on December 14, 1987. 


THOMAS T. TAYLOR, SR. 


Thomas T. Taylor, born in 1860 in Georgetown, Brown County, Ohio, 
attended Washburn College, Topeka, Kansas, and Oberlin College, Oberlin, 
Ohio. A Republican, he served as Representative from Fergus County in the 
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Montana Legislature during the eighteenth session. He was a vice-president 
of the Bank of Fergus County at Lewistown; later was president of the 
Bank of Boulder at Boulder, Montana, retiring in 1932. He was a member 
of the Masonic Lodge and of the Congregational Church. He died of a 
heart attack at the home of his son, Thomas T. Taylor, Jr., at Salt Lake 
City, Utah, on October 12, 1944. 


BASIL TINSLEY 


Basil Tinsley was born at Willow Creek, Gallatin County, Montana, 
on April 27, 1869. A stockman and farmer, he was a member of the Pres- 
byterian Church, of the A. F. and A. M. and the O. E. S., Helena Con- 
sistory, and he was a Democrat. He was mayor of Pony, Montana, for ten 
years, and in the nineteenth, twentieth, twenty-first and twenty-second 
sessions of the Montana Legislature he served as Representative from 
Madison County. He died at Pony, Montana, on September 25, 1943. 


R. R. UELAND 


R. R. Ueland was born in Stavanger, Norway, on September 3, 1874. 
He married Mollie Thon on December 21, 1899. In 1907 the Ueland family 
came to Montana and settled in the Antelope community. Mr. Ueland 
opened the first grain elevator in Antelope in 1910, and during later years 
was actively associated with farm organizations. In 1931 he served Sheri- 
dan County as its representative in the Montana Legislature, he being a 
Republican. He died of a prolonged illness of cancer at Plentywood, Mon- 
tana, on January 31, 1944. 


LEWIS HENRY VANDYCK 


Lewis Henry VanDyck was born November 9, 1864, at Manitowac, Wis- 
consin. He arrived in Montana March 24, 1884, and went into the stock 
raising and meat business. He was county commissioner in Park County 
from 1897 to 1901, and a member of the National Guard from 1887 to 1890. 
He married Christina Sommerville, and to them were born three children. 


A banker at Gardiner, Montana, he served as Republican Representative | 


from Park County during the ninth legislative assembly of the House of 
Representatives of Montana. He was a member of the Knights of Pythias. 
He died at Chico Hot Springs, Montana, on November 25, 1943. 


THOMAS J. WALKER 


Thomas J. Walker, born at Plymouth, Pennsylvania, March 25, 1877, 
completed public and parochial schools in Butte, Montana. He was a cor- 
poral in Troop L of Grigsby’s Cowboys during the Spanish-American War. 
After attending All Hallows College at Salt Lake City, Utah, he attended 
Georgetown University for three years. From there he went to the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, where he graduated in 1902 with an LL.B. degree. He 
practiced law in Butte, Montana, and in June, 1905, married Maude Galen 
of Helena. He was a staunch Democrat and a Catholic. He served as 


county attorney of Silver Bow County and in the Montana Legislature dur- ~ 


ing the ninth, eighteenth and twenty-third sessions, as Senator and Repre- 
sentative respectively. He was an ardent sportsman, a member of the B. P. 
O. E., the Order of Eagles, Knights of Columbus, and of various clubs in 
Butte. In September, 1940, he mounted the Federal bench as Judge of the 
United States Customs Court in New York City, having been appointed by 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt: He died in St. Vincent Hospital, New 
York City, on January 18, 1945. His brother, Frank C. Walker, is the Post- 
master General of these United States at the present time. 


CHARLES L. WOOD 


Charles L. Wood, born in Savannah, Andrew County, Missouri, on May 
3, 1868, came to South Dakota in 1886 and to Alzada, Montana, in 1916. 
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He was a merchant and a stockman. He married Leona Zimmerman in 
_ 1906. He was county commissioner of Fallon County in 1918, and during 
the twenty-fifth, twenty-sixth and twenty-seventh sessions of the Montana 
Legislature, served as Democratic Representative from Carter County. He 
was a member of the Masonic Lodge and the Pentecostal Church. He died 
at Alzada, Montana, on October 8, 1943.

House Bill No. 280, being a Constitutional Amendment, and having been 
read three several times, history and title agreed to, was passed by the 
necessary two-thirds vote of the entire membership of the House as required 
by Section 9 of Article 19 of the State Constitution, and in compliance with 
the provisions thereof, the bill is set forth in its entirety as follows: 


House Bill No. 280 introduced by Harrison, Mayo, Brumbaugh, McCleery: 
A bill for an act entitled: ‘An act to provide for the submission to the 
qualified electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section 39 
of Article V of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating to the 
remission of certain delinquent personal property taxes and the cancellation 
of certain obligations held by counties, the collection of which is barred by 
the Statute of Limitations.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 39 of Article V of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, that the question of such 
amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of Montana 
at the general election to be held in November, 1946. 


Section 2. That Section 39 of Article V of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 39. Except as hereinafter provided, no obligation or liability 
of any person, association or corporation, held or owned by the state, or any 
municipal corporation therein, shall ever be exchanged, transferred, remit- 
ted, released or postponed, or in any way diminished by the legislative 
assembly; nor shall such liability or obligation be extinguished, except by 
the payment thereof into the proper treasury. 


“It shall however be lawful for the legislative assembly, in such man- 
ner as it may direct, to authorize the cancellation of any personal property 
taxes which are not a lien on real estate and which have been delinquent 
for ten years or more. 


“It shall also be lawful for the legislative assembly, in such manner 
as it may direct, to authorize the cancellation of any contractual obligation 
owed to or held by a county, for seed-grain, feed or other relief, the collec- 
tion of which obligation is barred by the statute of limitations. 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot provided for 
by Section 678, Revised Codes of Montana, 1985, as amended by Chapter 81, 
Session Laws 19389, and as provided by law, and: there shall be printed on 
such ballot the title of this act and the following words: 


| For the above amendment. 


Against the above amendment. 


The elector shall designate his preference for either of the propositions 
by making an X before the proposition for which he desires to vote. 
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Section 4. The votes cast for and against the amendment herein pro- 
_ posed shall be counted, canvassed, and determined by such officials and in 
such manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes cast at 
| such election for and against such amendment shall be in favor of such 
| amendment, the governor of the state shall so declare by public proclama- 
| tion, and the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the 
_ Constitution from and after the date of such proclamation.

House Bill No. 190, being a Constitutional Amendment, and having been 
read three several times, history and title agreed to, was passed by the 
necessary two-thirds vote of the entire membership of the House as required 
by Section 9 of Article 19 of the State Constitution, and in compliance with 
the provisions thereof, the bill is set forth in its entirety as follows: 


House Bill No. 190 introduced by Kimpel, Harlow, James and Blenkner: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to provide for the submission to the 
qualified electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section 2 of 
Article XII of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating to the 
exemption of property from taxation, and providing for the removal from 
such section the provision exempting property of the United States from 
taxation when the Congress of the United States consents to the taxation of 
such property.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 2 of Article XII of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and that the question of 
such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of Mon- 
tana at the general election to be held in November, 1946. 


Section 2. That Section 5 of Article XII of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 2. The property of the state, counties, cities, towns, school dis- 
tricts, municipal corporations and public libraries shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion; and such other property as may be used exclusively for the agricul- 
tural and horticultural societies, for educational purposes, places for actual 
religious worship, hospitals and places of burial not used or held for private 
or corporate profit, institutions of purely public charity and evidences of 
debt secured by mortgages of record upon real or personal property in the 
State of Montana, may be exempt from taxation.” 


“Every act heretofore done and proceeding heretofore taken by this 
state or any taxing agency or subdivision in the state in respect to the taxa- 
tion of property belonging to the United States, is hereby validated and made 
legally effective from the date thereof, to the extent it would have been valid 
and legally effective if done or taken after the adoption of this amendment.” 


Section 8. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot provided for 
by Section 678, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, as amended by Chapter 81, 
Session Laws 1939, and as provided by law, and there shall be printed on 
such ballot the title of this act and the following words: 


For the above amendment. 


ea Against the above amendment. 


The elector shall designate his preference for either of the propositions 
by making an “X” before the proposition for which he desires to vote. 


Section 4. The otes cast for and against the amendment herein proposed 
shall be counted, canvassed and determined by such officials and in such 
manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes cast at such elec- 
tion for and against such amendment shall be in favor of such amendment, 
the governor of the state shall so declare by public proclamation, and the 
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amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the Constitution 
from and after the date of such proclamation. 


Section 5. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage and approval.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


February 23, 1945. 
The Speaker, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 


Herewith I am returning House Bill No. 266. entitled “An act to amend 
Section 4917 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1935, relating to the fees 
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of county clerks in the State of Montana, as amended by Chapter 87 of 
the Laws of 1941”, without my approval and with my objections thereto. 


While this measure is designed to set out specifically the fees which 
county clerks shall charge for recording instruments of every nature, the 
main feature of the change to be made in the present fees, and the one 
that is objectionable, has reference to fees for recording real estate mort- 
gages, quitclaim deeds and warranty deeds. It provides one certain fee 
ae a “short form” in each of these classes, and another fee for a “long 

orm”’, . 


The trouble with these paragraphs is that while they give countenance to 
“long” and “short” forms, they do not prescribe any method of determin- 
ing which shall be designated “long” and which “short”. 


For many years the recording fees were based upon the length of the 
instrument to be recorded, a standard established by the printed forms of 
instruments supplied by printing houses, but there was little or no uni- 
formity in these. Confusion resulted because the clerks had no guide except 
such as was supplied by the designation of the instrument as a “long form” 
or a “short form”’. 


However, the law passed at the Session of 1941, Chapter 87, clarified 
the situation by making the folio or number of folios the standard measure- 
ment for the guidance of the clerks, and the confusion which had existed 
was dissipated. 


It is easy to see what would result if we were to go back to the old 
system, as provided in House Bill No. 266. No county clerk would be able 
to say what instrument was in the “short” or “long” category. There 
would be no uniformity in our fifty-six counties, and there would be no 
authority in the State who could definitely advise the clerks as to their 
duty in computing charges. 


The folio basis of the fee seems much more desirable and is certainly 
definite, and thus calculated to leave no room for doubt in the mind of the 
officer making the recording. Had House Bill No. 266 gone on to set out 
the length of the two several forms, there could be no objection. 


Believing that the writing of this bill into the laws would be a step 
backward, and one that would make for confusion in a matter wherein 
definiteness is highly desirable, I must withhold my signature, and House 
Bill No. 266 is accordingly returned herewith.

Amend Section 7, line 27, by striking the words “the party or person”’ 
and inserting in lieu thereof, the words “state district’. 


Amend Section 7, line 34, by striking the words and figure “five (5) 
days” and inserting in lieu thereof, the words and figures “ten (10) days”. 


Amend Section 7, line 36, by inserting after the period (.) after the 
word “livestock” the words, “In case the parties do not agree as to the 
amount of damages, the state district taking up such livestock, may, at 
the expense of the owner, retain a sufficient amount of such livestock to 
cover the amount of damages claimed by the state district. 


Provided, however, that the owner, may, upon furnishing a good and 
sufficient bond, conditioned for the payment to the state district of all sums, 
including costs that may be recovered by said state district in a civil 
action to foreclose its lien, have returned to him of all livestock held as 
aforesaid, and said state district shall be liable to such owner for any loss 
or injury to said livestock accruing through the state district’s lack of 
. reasonable care. If the state district taking up livestock shall fail to re- 
cover in a civil action a sum equal to that offered to the state district by 
the owner of the livestock, the former shall bear the expense of keeping 
and feeding same while in its possession.” 


Amend Section 7, line 51, by striking the words, “If the owner or 
claimant of such livestock is not known to the party’, and inserting in lieu 
thereof, “If after due diligence to discover the owner or possessor of such 
livestock, such owner or possessor can not be found, or the ownership of 
such livestock discovered, the state district’. 


Amend Section 7, line 538, by inserting after the word “charges” and 
after the comma (,), the words “or furnish bonds therefor,”. 


Amend Section 7, line 62 by inserting after the period the words, 
“Provided, however, that such sheriff may require from the state district 
a good and sufficient bond, conditioned that the state district has used 
reasonable diligence to discover the owner of such stock and to notify him 
in the premises and that all requirements of law on the part of the state 
district to be performed in the premises have been performed and indemni- 
fying the sheriff against all liability for the sale of said livestock except 
as to his own failure to perform the things required of him by law.” 


Amend Section 7 by adding the following sub-sections: 


(5). “Regarding the outside boundaries of state districts, it is pro- 
vided that livestock lawfully grazing on lands outside the state district 
which enter upon said state district shall not be considered subject to 
trespass, but livestock which are unlawfully grazing outside the state dis- 
trict and enter upon the state district shall be subject to trespass. 


(6) “Regarding fences within the external boundaries of state dis- 
tricts; the cost of construction and maintenance of fence enclosing lands 
controlled by any member, non-member or state district within the external 
boundaries of such state district, shall be borne by such member, non-mem- 
ber or state district, unless otherwise provided for in the duly approved 
by-laws of such state district. 


“In the event of the adoption of provisions to the by-laws of a state 
district whereby the cost of construction and maintenance of fence is to 
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be distributed proportionately among the parties atieebed by such cost of 
construction and maintenance of fence, the state district’s proportionate 
share of such costs and maintenace shall be financed only by assessments 
levied by the state district against the permittee members of the district 
_ upon consent thereto by fifty-five (55%) of such permittee members.” 


And that, as so amended, the Bill be concurred in.

Herewith is returned House Bill No. 251, entitled “An act to amend 
Section 1529 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, relating to the Mon- 
tana Soldiers’ Home”, without my approval and with my objections thereto. 


This Bill has to do with the appointment of members of the Board of 
Managers of the State Soldiers’ Home. It provides for the same number 
of members as at present, and that the commander of the Spanish-American 
War Veterans in Montana shall be ex-officio a member, the other four to 
be apvointed by the Governor. 


After prescribing the terms of the appointive members, House Bills No. 
251 goes on to provide that “the other four members of said Board of Man- 
agers shall be persons who served in the armed services of the United States 
and who have been honorably discharged therefrom.” 


This latter restriction that would be imposed upon the appointing 
power appears objectionable. Following its mandate, we should have an 
all-veteran Board of Managers of five. I yield to no man in my admiration 
for the men who in any of our country’s wars offered themselves on the 
altar of the country and strove valiantly for the triumph of our arms. I 
would go as far as any in granting their desire to have a determining hand 
in the administration of the affairs of the Soldiers’ Home. 


Yet at the same time I reflect upon the fact that the great majority 
of the people of Montana, upon whom the task‘of maintaining the Home 
must fall, are not veterans, and it seems to me not at all amiss or unfair 
that they should be represented by one member of the Board of Managers. 
To have one civilian out of five on the Board would seem equitable and 
possibly could avoid criticism, which I am sure no one would deplore more 
than the veterans themselves who are so deeply interested in the welfare 
of the institution and of the veterans and widows of veterans who are guests 
at the home. 


Feeling that the clause of. House Bill No. 251 quoted: above is unduly 
restrictive, I am Ecompeued to return the Bill herewith.

I am returning herewith House Bill No. 218, entitled: 


“An act to amend Section 1882.2 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, 
as amended .. ... relating to State oil and gas leases, the area to be 
leased, limitations, terms of leases and agreements for the pooling of acreage 
with others for unit operations for the production of oil or gas, or both; and 
providing that such act shall become effective upon the amendment, by 
Congress of Section 11 of the Enabling Act”, 
without my approval and with my objections thereto. 


Under the provisions of Section 11 of the Enabling Act the State Board 
of Land Commissioners may enter into mineral leases, including leases for 
exploration for oil and gas and extraction thereof for a period not longer 
than 20 years. 


House Bill No. 213 provides that all leases issued under the terms of 
the act shall be granted for a period not exceeding 10 years and as long 
thereafter as oil or gas of commercial quality and in commercial quantity 
shall be provided from the leased land. 


The act would take effect after passage by the Congress of the United 
States and approval by the President of an act amending said Section 11 
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of the Enabling Act authorizing the State to lease land for oil and gas as 
provided for in House Bill No. 218. 


I am convinced that should this measure become a law the interest of 
the State would be adversely affected and great loss might result to the 
school funds. The State Board of Land Commissioners should retain the 
right on the termination of an oil and gas lease to negotiate a new lease on 
terms as favorable as possible to the State. 


In the State of Wyoming where large areas of State lands are produc- 
ing oil and gas, leases are issued for a term of 10 years. Under rules and 
regulations of the Board of Land Commissioners the lessee is given a pref- 
erence right to a new lease, but on such terms as the Board may determine, 
including the right to increase the royalty payment to the State, and the 
Board also may lease the land to others, provided more favorable terms 
are offered. I am advised this right has never been employed. 


The Wyoming officials are convinced that this plan is far superior to 
a law fixing a definite term with the “as long thereafter” provision. 


Wyoming has had many years’ experience in handling State lands pro- 
ducing oil and gas. Their plan has worked satisfactorily and has produced 
a maximum of income to the State without imposing undue hardship on 
the lessee. 


I would favor such a plan in Montana, but I cannot approve the method 
provided for in House Bill No. 213.
